Theſe occaſional Papers are follow'd by 
a learned Treatiſe maintaining the King's 
Propriety in Salt Shores, the Author where- 
of ſeems to have been very well vers d 
both in the Civil and Common Law. The 
Manuſcripts out of which I printed it gave 
me no little Trouble, it having been tran- 
{cribed by an injudicious Hand that Knew 
little Engliſh and leſs Latin; particularly 
the Quotations ont of Bracton were fo mon- 
ſtrouſly cotrupted, that F was obliged to 
ha ve recourſe tothe Works of that eminent 
Lawyer to ſet them right. It was written, 
as appears by a Paſſage in the fifſt Pata- 
graph, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth.

and Alliances in general, being written in 
the Year 1672, as any one may ſee that 
will attentively read over the 8th Article;

The 
former of theſe Subjects has been learned- 
ly handled by Sir R;Cottor, and out of him, 
but ſet off with a mighty pomp of Quota- 
tions, by Dr. D. Not to launch out into 
this Controverſy, I am of Opinion that 
our Author is in the right; who lodges this 
Prerogative wholly in the Crown, as was 
own'd by the Parliament in the Reign of 
King Charles I. in the following Words, 
That to the Royal Authority alowe it belonged 
to reſolve on War or Peace. I the School 
Maxim that Contrar iorum gude oft ratio 
holds good, tis a plain Caſe that our Prin- 
ces are inveſted with the Power of decla- 
ring War, ſince no body as I know of ever 
queſtion d their Authority of making 
Peace; tho ſince the Sinews of War come 
from the Lower Houſe, tis undoubtedly 
the King's Intereſt not to involve himſelf 
in a War, without feeling the Pulſe of his 
People beforchand, from whom he muſt 
expect the Supplies to ſupport and carry 
it on. 

My Lord Arlington's Letters to the 
Dukes of Ormond and Buckingham bring 
up the Rear, in which the Reader —

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finda Satisfactory Account of the Settlement 
of Ireland upon his Majeſty's (K. Charles II.) 
happy Reſtauration, together with other 
memorable Occurrences ; as for Example, 
the famous Inſurrection in the North in 
the Year 1663. But before I conclude 
this Paragraph, I muſt do that Juſtice to 


my Lord Arlington's Memory, as to affirm 
that his Letters are incomparable in their 


kind, being written with all the Purity of 
a polite Courtier, and all the good Senſe 
of a profound Stateſman. 
Thus I have given the Reader a ſhort 
Account of what the following Collection 
affords. I will only add, that tho all 
imaginable Care has taken to ſee them 
correctly printed off, yet ſeveral Errata's 
have eſcaped the Preſs; However, they 
are neither ſo numerous nor difficult to be 
diſcover'd, that the judicious and learned 
Reader (for whom this Miſcellany was 
principally intended ) is in Danger of be- 
ing betray'd into any Miſtakes by them.

Firſt of all (after a great Multitude of Footmen, 
Lackeys and Courtiers) marched four Heralds 
with the Arms of Auſtria, Hungary, Bohemia, 
and the Empire upon their Breafts ; then the Am- 
baſſaders of Bavaria, and Brandenburgh richly 
mounted rode in the firſt Rank, followd by the 
EleQor of Triers alone, after whom came the 
Prince of Hoenzollern hereditary Chamberlain 
(inſtead of Brandenburgh) with the Sceptre, and 
the Elector Palatine great Treaſurer with the Im- 
rial Crown, and the Earl of Zak hereditary 
Trouckſes or Sewer (inſtead of Bavaria) with the 
Globe. Then follow'd after likewiſe on Horſeback 
the Eleftor Duke of Saxony great Marſhal with 
the-greatnaked Sword in his hand, preceded by the 
Earl of Papenbeim hereditary Marfhal with the 
Scabbard, and after his Electoral Highneſs, came 
the Perfon of the elected Emperor, with the two 
Electors of Mentz and Colen on each fide of him. 


Being come in this Order to his Majefty's Pa, 


lace, they all took leave of him, and returned eve- 
one to his Quarter, diſtributing the neceffary 
Commiſhons for the Preparation of the Solemnity 
ef the Coronation: After this, his Majeſty enter- 
tain'd the Electors at a moſt magnificent Feaſt , 
and on the ſecond of Auguſt the Ceremony of put- 
ting the Imperial Diadem upon his Head was per- 
ſetmed in the ſame * of Franckfort, and not in 
Aguiſgrane, as the Bulla orders it; which was oc- 
cahoned not only by a Fire that had happen d there 
few months before, by which it was made unca- 
_ entertain ſo many great Princes and their 
Retinue, but likewiſe by the Differences then on

Italian Vanity, that has taken footing here, tor in 
Germany this Title is not much uſed. But the 
Princes, though not ſo ancient, do precede both in 
fitting and votingall othet Perſons of inferior Con- 
dition. The Emperor himſelf aſſiſts almoſt always 
pom at this Council, determining therein all 
orts of Matters, and particularly thoſe which re- 
quire the Imperial Approbation, being either Civil 
or Criminal, or relating to the 5 of the Em- 
2 pire, 
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pire, with the other his Majeſty's Eſtates. The Se- 
cretaries of thoſe Tribunals, or Chanceries report- 
ing the ſaid Matters, where the Expeditions or Dif- 
patches of them do properly belong ; and although 
the other Councils of State that are diſtributed in 


the hereditary Countries, as alſo the Imperzal Au- 


Tick Council, together with thoſe of War, and of 
the Camera, and the reſt do not depend upon the 
aboveſaid Council of State; nevertheleſs they bor- 
row the Method and Form of their Deliberations 
from it, and apply themſelves to it to corroborate 
the ſame: Out o 

Privy Councellors, the Emperor hath choſen three 
of the moſt eſteem,” who are the Prince of Lobco- 
zoitz, the Prince of Swartzemberg, and the Earl 
of Lamberg, Lord high Chamberlain, unto whom 
is always added the Lord Chancellor Hoker, 
and theſe form between themſelves a Junto, for 
Affairs of more Difficulty, Importance, and Secre- 
cy, and are uſually aſſiſted by other Miniſters, ac- 
cording as the differen t Poſture of Affairs requires: 
As for Example, in the Emergencies oſ War the 
Preſident of the Council, who at preſent is the Lieu- 
tenant General, the Earl Raimondo Montecuculi, 
and in thoſe of the Empire, the Vice-Chancellor 
thereof, who is now the Earl of Conig ſeg, and ſo 
all others accordingly : This Form was judged the 
moſt ſure, to avoid the Confuſions which a Mul- 
titude, divided by Emulations and Factions, uſu- 
ally occaſion; from which Inconveniencies great 
Courts are ſo far from being exempt, that they are 
never without them. 3 
Alfter the Cuncil of State, that which is called 
the Imperial Aulick Council, enjoys the fitſt place, 
compoſed of a Prefident, who is now the Prince 
of Steartzemberg, and about 24 Counſellors, ſome

Catholicks, and ſome Proteſtants, divided into two 
Teveral Benches of Noblemen, and of learned Men, 
named by the Emperor, by the Electors, and by the 
Circles of the Empire, and inſtalled with the Con- 
ſent of the Elector of Mentæ, and Maiordomo Ma- 
jer of his Imperial Majeſty: In this ſupreme Tri- 
bunal are decided all civil and criminal Cauſes de- 

nding amongſt the States, and Feudataries of the 
mpire, with which doth alſo concur the Chamber 


of Sprers, without one depending upon the other; 


and tis in the Liberty of the Plaintiff, to begin the 
Suit in which of the two Courts he pleaſeth: 
Though the Lalians by virtue of long Uſage, ob- 
ſerve 1t almoſt for an eſtabliſhed Law, to apply 


themſelves in their Occaſions only to the Aulick 
Council, by which are diſpatched, but yet with the 


Ratification of the Council of State, all Privileges 
and Graces whatſoever, as likewiſe all the Inſtall- 
ments, for which all Germans are alſo obliged to 
make recourſe unto it, taking either perſonally, or 
Letter of Attorney, the accuſtomary Oath of 
Fidelity before the Preſident thereof, and in full 
Council; and this when the Fief into which the 
Party is inſtalled is not a Dukedom, Principality 
or * Nn of Germany, for the Princes 
Marquiſſes of Ira/y enjoy not ſuch a Prerogative, 
In which caſe the Homage is performed before the 
Emperor himſelf with a great deal of Form and So- 
lemnity, and the Ceremonies are as follow.

cellor with an eloquent Preamble ſuited to the Bu- a 
ſineſs in hand is pronounced aloud; after which the wi

Miniſter,” who aſcends the Throne, and laying his T

at his coming in: And this Ceremony is likewiſe to 
practiſed by the Royal Ambaſſadors of Spain, Ste- * aa 
den, and Denmark, whenſoever they renew the In- ct 
ſtalments of the States of Birgiundy, Milan, Siena, by 
Brabant Pomerania, Bremen, Vander, and Holſſein, , 
all which acknowledge the Sacred Ryman Empree : A 
There being uo ather Difference, only that to the B 
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Royal Ambaſſadors and Princes, who perſonally 
come to perform this Ceremony, his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty uncovers ſomewhat more than to the reſt, 
when they make their Reverences to him. 

There is a Council of War beſides the Preſident, 
whereof is Ear] Rai mondo Montecuculi, his Impe- 
rial Majeſty's Lieutenant General, which place he 
moſt worthily diſcharges; and under him is 4 
Vice-Preſident, and an unlimited number of Coun- 
ſellors, among whom the titular Perſons take the 


firſt places, and by the ſaid Council all Military 


Affairs are reſolved, the Government of Places di- 
{tributed, the chiefeſt Offices conferr d, and Orders 
tranſmitted to all other Councils of War, held in 
Stiria, Tirol, and other States: This Council hath 
a Chancery belonging to it, and Pay-Offices, but 
within theſe few Year: tis deprived of the Treaſure 
which it formerly could boaſt of. 

The Council of the Imperial Aulick Chamber or 
Treaſury, is directed by a Preſident, __ at pre- 
ſent is the Earl of $:732dorf) with almoſt an ab- 
ſolute Power, eſpecially as to the Management of 
the Money, he having Authority to diſpoſe of it at 
his own Will, without any Obligation to give an 
Account, for that properly belongs to the Council : 
He hath under his Cuſtody the whole Treaſure of 
the Emperor, and all other Chambers, or Treaſuries 
of the Kingdoms, and his Majeſty's States are ob- 
liged and conſtrained to tranſmit all the Revenues 
to the Pagadoria or Treaſury of Vienna: The ſum 
total of theſe Revenues, according to the beſt Cal- 
culation, amounts to about nine Millions, five 
whereof are raiſed out of Bohemia. and other Probi. 
ces annexed to that Kingdom; three Millions out of 
Auſt ria, and one Million out of Tirol and Hungary : 
But before the f1id Money can be brought into the 
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Emperor's Exchequer, a great deal of it ſticks by 
the way: There is an infinite number of Offices both 
in the Chancery, Pagadoria or Treaſury fi 15 to 
this Council, and depending on the Prefident's 
Orders. 
The Marſhal of the Court (at preſent enjoyed by 
the Earl of Harrack) keeps likewiſe a Court of 
Judicature, which adminiſters Juſtice in civil and 
criminal Matters to the Family of the Court, and 
to all thoſe that depend upon the ſame ; amongſt 
which are the Handy-craft Men, that are not Bur- 
ers or Citizens, and who, that they may tollow 
their Trades without any Diſturbance or Moleſta- 
tion, are forced to procure an Imperial Patent, 
The Reſidents, and other Miniſters of an Inferior 
Claſs are comprehended under his Juriſdiction alſo; 
and unto him it belongs to order Quarters to be 
provided for all thoſe that enjoy any Place, or Of- 
tice at Court, and out of the Reſidency at Vienna 
to the Ambaſſadors, and Reſidents aforeſaid alfo : 
Another Branch of his Office is to meet Princes and 
Ambaſſadors that come to Court, and conduct them 
to the Palace, and aſſiſt them; which Office at the 
Imperial Diets is exerciſed by the hereditary Mar- 
ſhal of the Empire, being one of the Family and 
Houſe of Papenbeim, obſerving in this the follow 
ing Formalities. - | 
otice being given to the ſaid Court Marſhal of 
theArrival of any Sovereign Prince or RayalAmbaſ- 
ſador, he goeth to meet him in two of the Empe- 
ror's Coaches, and abundance of others belonging 
to Lords, and Imperial Miniſters, all with fix Hor- 
ſes; and having gone ſome half a mile out of the 
City, he ſtops and expects the Stranger, who moſt 
commonly comes from a Village hard by, waited 
on and accompanied by ſeveral Coaches of 1 
b : TP (EY? 4 O 
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ſadors then reſiding at the Imperial Court (which 
Compliment they don't uſe to pay to any under the 

ee of a Sovereign Prince, or Ambaſſadors from 
Crowned Heads) .and when the two Coaches of the 
Ambaſſador and of the Marſhal meets, the latter 
coming out of his Coach inviteth the other (after the 
accuſtomed Compliments made) to enter into the 
Imperial Coach, and being both enter'd into it, and 
the Ambaſſador's Gentlemen into the ſecond of the 
ſaid two Coaches, they march towards the appointed 

Quarter for the {aid Stranger, the Coaches of the 
Lords and Miniſters going before, and the empty 

Coach of the ſaid Ambaſſador immediately follow- 
ing, as al ſo do thoſe of the other Ambaſſadors, with 
the Equipage of the ſame : On the day then appoi 
ted for ſolemn Audience, one of the Trouch/es. or 
Gentlemen Sewers of his Imperial Majeſty appears at 
the appointed hour at the Ambaſſador's Houſe, with 
a Coach and fix Horſes of the Emperor's, and waits 
on him to Court; being arrived at the Court-Gate, 
the Prince, or Ambaſſador whoever he is coming out 

of the Coach, meets the ſaid Marſhal, who accompa- 
nies him up to the very top of the Stairs, where he is 
received by the Maiardomo Major, who introduces 
him in to his Imperial Majeſty's Preſence, who recei- 
veth him bare-headed, and then both being covered 
the Princeor Ambaſlador reads his Commiſhon,which 
being ended, he goeth back again with the ſame Ce- 
remonies as before. With Princes of ſuperior Claſs, 
his Majeſty uſes by way of Diſtinction, to advance 
ſome Paces, and as for the Electors, he meets them 

about the middle of the Anti-chamber, and at parting 
he accompanieth them almoſt to the Guard Chamber, 
and returns them the Viſit at their own Houſes. At 
the Imperial Diets it belongs (as I have already obſer- 
ved) to the hereditary Marſhal to meet and receive 


the Eleftors, Princes, and heir Amballadors, bur at 
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the Audience he makes no Figure at all: The ſaid 
Mareſhal fits in the College of Princes, and there he 
ordinarily names thoſe who ought to give thetr Vote, 
and provideth Lodgings for all the States that come 
to the Diet: He ought likewiſe to take care that Vi- 
Qtuals be cheap and plentiful, taxing by a ſpecial 
Book of Rates all manner of Eatables, and the like, for 

which reaſon he keeps many Officers under him. 

At the Imperial Court three Ambaſſadors of Crown- 
ed Heads moſt commonly keep their Reſidence, his 
Holineſs's Nunt io, the Spaniſh, and the Venetian Am- 
baſſadors, and theſe have their Places in the Chapel, 
and wait on the Emperor covered; and when his Im- 
perial Majeſty dines in Publick, enjoy the ſame Pre- 
tive of ſtanding covered. waiting on him till about 

the middle of his Dinner, and if any Sovereign Prince, 
or one of eminent Quality happens to be there, as 
moſt commonly it falls out at the Diet, his Iraperial 
Majeſty to avoid all Diſputes, dines bare without his 
Hat; other Potentates and Princes keep only their 
ordinary Reſidents, or Gentlemen Envoys, that have 
no place in the Chapel, neither do the Royal Am- 
adors in their own Houſes give them the right 
Hand, which Method they obſerve likewiſe with all 


- ſorts of Lords that have not the Honour of being of 


the number of the Imperial Camerters of the golden 
Key, unto whom the ſaid Ambaſſadors without any 
repugnancy give the moſt honourable Place: As for 
the Princes of the Empire, and the Emperor's Privy 
(Counſellors, the ſaid Ambaſſadors treat them at their 
own Houſes almoſt as equal, but in a third place, 
they give the Precedence to none but Cardinals, and 
ſhould it ſo happen that while they are waiting on 
his Imperial Majeſty any Archduke ſhould come in, 
the ſaid Ambaſſadors then would by no means ſeem 
to give him Place, but walk immediately after Ce/ar's 
» Perſon: The Ambaſſadors of the * the 
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fame Regal Treatment, and refuſe to give the Pre- 
cedence to the Venetian Ambaſſadors, or any Prince 
whatſoever; but until of late they could not obtain 
their Intent, ſince the Republick, to avoid any Incon- 
veniences that might ariſe thereby, forbears to ſend 
any Ambaſſador unto the Diets, and the Princes in- 

antly proteſt againſt ſuch Pretentions : There is 
likewiſe a Competition for the Hand between the Ele- 
Qtors, Cardinals, and Royal Ambaſſadors, the firſt 
denying it to the latter two in a third place, and vi- 
ce wer the Cardinals to the Electors, though in their 
own Houſe : No Prince (except thoſe of the moſt 
Auguſt Houſe of Auſtria) nor no Ambaſſador at the 
ordinary Reſidence of the Emperor can make his En- 
try, or walk in the City with Guards, nor ſound the 
Trumpets, nor uſe any other Ceremonies denoting 
Sovereignty; but in the free Cities, in time of Diets, 
every Sovereign Prince of the Empire can freely make 
uſe at his own Pleaſure of Trumpets and Kettle- drums, 
and keep Guards, as well the Seculars, as Eccleſia - 
ſticks: As for Titular Princes, which enjoy the Pri- 
vilege of Sitting and Voting, they are only permitted 
the Trumpet, as alſo the Royal and Electoral Ambaſ- 
fadors; but thoſe of Spain and France have many 
times exceeded theſe Orders, by keeping of their 
Guards, not without great murmuring on the fide 
of the Germans. | 

Amongſt the number of the ſaid Counſellors of 
State, there is molt commonly the Vice-Chancellor 
of the Empire, who is inſtalled with-the Conſent of 
his Imperi jelty by the Elector of Mentz, in 
whoſe Name he its, and preſides in the Aulick Im- 


perial divided into the Latin, and the Ger- 
man ; 7 hath its Secretary, a Regiſter, and

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Chancery. However, the Elector of Mentæ hath {till 
reſerved to himſelf the ſupreme Power and Authori- 
Ml over this great Officer, inſomuch, that not only the 
aid Vice-Chancellor, but not even the Emperor him- 
ſelf hath Authority to moderate, diminiſh, or remit 
any Tax, or Right, or Duties that belong to the ſaid 
Chancery, challenged by the Aſſeſſor for the Diſ- 
patches, as well of Grace as of Juſtice, that are there 
liſpatched; all which amounts to a very conſidera- 
ble Sum, by reaſon that the Inſtalments are infinite, 
the Privileges innumerable, and the Indults, Aſſents, 
Commiſſions, Paſports, and other Diſpatches of the 
like nature, that are all taxed with extraordinary 
1 muſt paſs 2 this Office. 
ince we are talking of the Chancery, I am of Opi- 
nion that it will not be — to give a ſhort Ac- 
count of ſome Titles that are uſed in that Court, par- 
ticularly towards the Lralian Feudataries, the inferior 
Claſs of whom receiveth only the ſimple Title of 
Fideli Diletti; then the Earls and Marquiſſes that of 
Nobili, or Magniſici; the Title of Nluſtre is proper 
to Princes, and that of e Dukes: Never - 
theleſs of late years many by the Merit of their Money 
have got an ugmentation to their Titles. Accordingly 
we ſee ſome modern Marquiſſes honoured with the 
Title of 1//uſtre, and ſome Titular Princes with that of 
Lauſtriſſimo; but by the reſt of their Treatments, a 
Man of tolerable Obſervation may eaſily know the 
Difference, for as the — Stile due to a Magni- 
- fico, which is to treat him in the ſecond Perſon Sin- 
gular, is not alter d with the former, To towards the 
latter they ſtill keep up the plain Treatment of Vos : 
On the other Hand, r Princes and — 
ſuch as enjoy the Privilege of Sitting and Voting free- 
in the Diet, are reſpected botn in ſpeaking and 
ſriting with the Title of ſus Di//ettione. Thus the 
Dales of Mantua, Tuſcauy, and Savoy, and — 720 
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publick of Genova alſo, receive with the Title of Se- 
reniſimo, that likewiſe of voſtra Dilettione, together 
with the Courteous Appellation of Benevola amies, 
or ſomething like it, which in the Letters of other 
Dukes treated by his Imperial Majeſty with the Title 
of Lluſtriſſimo, are omitted; and yet even amongſt 
theſe there is a Diſtinction, for the moſt eminent of 
them enjoy the Prerogative of Cariſſimo Principi Con- 
ſanguinei beſides, as thoſe of Modena, Parma, and 
* The Cardinals are ed with the Title 
of the Reverendiſimo Padre & Signore, and towards 
Kings they uſe that of Sereniſſimo & Potentiſſimo 
Signore e Frattello. 

Towards the Electors, Princes, and States of the 
Empire, the German Chancery obſerveth a regulated 
and unalterable Stile, vig. with the Eccleſiaſtick Ele- 
Qors that of Reverendi//imo, and with the Seculars 
the Sereniſſimo; with Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and 


other Eccleſiaſtick Princes the Reverendo, and with 


the Secular the Title of Hochgeborne, which ſounds 
as much as 1//uſtri/jimo,; with all other Noblemen the 
Title of Nobile, and with the free Cities, as alſo Per- 
ſons of inferior Claſs, that of Honorabile, and to Earls 
the ſaid Chancery giveth the Holgeborn, which is 
equivalent to Llaſtre: Unto this ſame Stile the Ele- 
Qtors Chanceries are much conformable, and particu- 
larly thoſe of the Seculars, for to a great part of the 
Sovereign Princes they give no higher Title than the 
Hochgeborne, and theſe returning them back again 
the Title of Dilettione, all the advantage they allow 
them is only by giving them the Sereniſimo: Never- 
theleſs many, and in particular the younger Brothers 
of ! Families uſe to give them the Voſtra Gratia, 
a Title which among the Germans implies inferiority, 
of which the titular and new Princes would willingly 
make their uſe; but the Electors will have from them 
the Altes or Eminenza Elettorale, for otherwiſe 


they 
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they deny to them the Dilettione: Tis a cuſtom be- 
fides of the ſaid Electors, and alſo of the Regnant 
Princes, when they write to an inferior Perſon, to ſet 
down in their Letters their Titles at length, and they 
take care to obſerve ſuch a Difference; for if the Let- 
ter is directed to any Prince, or free Earl, the faid 
Titles are written at length immediately before 
the Under-writing, which they make only of their 
own Name; but writing to any other Nobleman, 
though Titular, if they be Subjects, or elſe have Vaſ- 
fals depending _ them, in ſuch caſes they ſet the 
Titles at the head, or beginning of the Letter: The 
faid calling of Voſtra Gratia, in German Eier Gna- 
den, is practiſed by the Son towards the Father, by 
the ſecond Son towards the Elder Brother, by the 
Biſhops towards the Metropolitan, and fo by any 
Inferior whatſoever towards his Superior, being of 
the Degree of Noblemen. 

In the . Court the Chanceries of Hungary, 
Bohemia, and Auſtria have likewiſe their Places; the 
Chancellors of which Countries are Members of the 
Imperial Council of State alſo, and have under them 
many Secretaries, Aſſeſſors, and an infinite number 
of other Officers, and particularly that of Auſtria by 
reaſon of the Diverfity of Diſpatches which bel 
to his Care; for beſides thoſe of the Provinces whi 
obey his Orders, he hath ncumbent upon him the 
weight of all other Correſpondences of moſt Impor- 
tance and Conſequence. | 

Theſe Chanceries keep their particular Form and 
Stile, and the better to maintain and keep up their 
. from their Imperial Chancery, as this 

fuſeth to give whatſoever Perſon any Title or Ap- 
pellation, that hath not been granted by a ſpecial Di- 
r and ſpecified in it, by the due Payment of the 

ax, and pretended Fees, ſo the ſaid Chanceries will 
not honour any body by the Title procured from the 
| „ 


Nobles, Knights, 
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Imperial Chancery, or elſewhere, unleſs their Aſſeſſor, 
or Taxator be firſt ſatisfied ; yet there is an Obliga- 
tion as well upon them as the Imperial Chancery, to 
content themſelves with the Moiety of the Tax, from 
all actual Servants of his Majeſty, and by him inve- 
ſted with any Privilege. | 
* Moreover there reſides in Vienna another ſupreme 
Tribunal, called the Reg imento of the Interior Auſtria, 
directed by the cheif Head or Preſident thereof, now 
at preſent the Earl of Srarembergh, with the Title of 
Great Holdenor Governor of Vienna, who is of the 
Council of State alfo : This Court or Tribunal is 
compoſed of three diſtinct Aſſeſſors, of the Order of 
and learned Men, determining 
therein all Cauſes both Civil and Criminal; and unto 
this Juriſdiction are ſubject all the States of the Infe- 
rior Auſtria, both Eccleſiaſtick and Secular, and all 
ſorts of Religious Men whatſoever, the Office of the 
Vicedom which is the primum Mobile of thoſe Cities, 
and Towns that are now ſubject to any particular Per- 
ſon: The Office of Handeraff who is the Judge of 
Merchants, and Handycraft Men, for what relates to 
their Trades; the Magiſtrate of Vienna divided into 
Interior and Exterior, under the care of the Burgoma- 
ſter; the criminal Court of the ſaid City governed by 
the Stadt Rickter, alias the City Fudge, and fo like- 
wiſe all ſorts of Tribunals, both Nobles, and Plebeans 
within the Precin& of the Inferior Auſtria; all which 
have the Privilege of appealing to the ſaid Regiment, 
and by that means ſugh Perſons as find themſelves ag- 
grieved, the Permiſſion and Grant of the Emperor, 
and of his Chancery firſt obrained, may procure the 
Remedy of Reviſion, provided they depofite a Sum 
of Money for the Fees, as tis uſual likewiſe in the Hu- 
perial Aulick Council, and other ſupreme Tribunals.

preſent the Earl of Lamberg, whoſe Duty it is to aſſiſt 
continually and wait on his Imperial Majeſty's Per- 
ſon, and to take care of the Antichambers that they 
be not filbd up with all ſorts of People; the firſt be- 
ing only appointed for Pages, Doctors, Muſicians, and 
other of the like Character; the ſecond for the Gen- 
tlemen of Ambaſſadors, Counſellors, Secretaries, Ad- 
Jutantes de Camera, and others; the third for the 
Lords, Trouchſes, and Miniſters of Princes; and the 
fourth for Ambaſſadors, Princes, and Privy Counſel- 
lors, which latter aſſemble in this Room, and tis here 
that his Imperial 1 uſes to give Audience: In 
the third his Majeſty dines upon all the Feſtival ous ;

Amongſt theſe Ladies two of them 
carry the golden Key, and have the Honour to cloth 
and dreſs the Empreſs their Miſtreſs, in which they 
ate aſſiſted by the Women of the Chamber, who are 
fix, beſides abundance of other Women and Servants, 
whoſe number is infmite; the ſaid Ladies of the Em- 

Teſs enjoy high, and notable Privileges, for as the 

ameriera Major giveth'place to none except to So- 
vereign Princeſſes, and Ladies of Royal Ambaſſa- 
dors; ſo the Maiordoma Major of the Ladies of Ho- 
nour hath the Precedence of the Counſellors of State's 
Wives; and the ſaid Ladies of Honour take the right 
Hand of all the Wives of the Emperor's Camerzers, 
and of all other Lords. At the Marriage of any one 
of them, they uſe to be com ſimented b the Cane 
with 2000 Florins for their Portion, beſides Jewels, 
which at his, and her Imperial pray & Pleaſure 
they are preſented with; and on the Wedding-day 
both the Bride and Bridegroom have the Honeur to 
eat at their Majeſty's Table, provided the ſaid Bride- 
groom happens to be one of the Cameriers of the gol- 
den Key: The ſaid Ladies of Honour ſerve at Table 
whenever the Emperor eats at the Empreſs's Apart- 
ments or Quarter, and on ſuch Occafions the Lady, 
that is in waiting, gives Water to their Majeſties to 
waſh their Hands, and the Camerera Major the Nap- 
kin: On the other Hand, this Office in the Emperor's 
Quarter, is performed by the Waiting Camerier, and 
the Lord Chamberlain; but when there are any Stran- 
gers of Priacely Quality the faid Lord Chamberlain 
allows them the Honour of giving the Napkin. to 
their Maſeſties. Her 
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Her Imperial Majeſty the Empreſs Eleonora Gon- 
Zaga Princeſeaf — keeps another Court apart 
by her ſelf, compoſed for the moſt part of Perſons 
belonging to that of the Emperor, for out of the 
Counſellors of State are {till choſen thoſe that have 
had the place of Maiardomo Major, who is at preſent 
the Earl of Zinzendorf}, and out of the numerous 
Body of the Cameriers, his Majeſty makes Choice of 
the Cavallerizzo Major, who is Earl Charles of Wal- 
leſtein, and the Earl of Einffkirken is Captain of her 
Majelty's Guards of Archers, and Trabants, who are 
about 40 in number.

are under the Juriſdiction of the aforeſaid Maiordomo 

Major. The Cavallerizzo Major nevertheleſs keeps 

himſelf independent, in the fame manner as that of 
the 2 is, and hath under himſelf 12 Pages, 
all Lords by Birth, and abundance of Officers beſon 
ging to the Stables, and fix Footmen; the ſaid Em- 
preſs's Majeſty keeps beſides a Chapel provided with

- the Performers. The Cameriera Major of the ſaid 


Empreſs Eleonora enjoys the ſame Prerogatives, and 
Authority as the other before mentioned, and hath un- 
der her 12 Noble Ladies of Honour, with their Maior- 
doma, and a certain number of Women of the Cham- 
ber, and other Servants, attending upon her Maje- 
ſtys Service, in manner above mentioned. TheſeLadies 
have all the Privileges and Advantages that all the 
other Ladies enjoy, neither is there any other Diffe- 
rence between them and the Ladies of the Regnant 
Empreſs, but this, that when any Lady of Honour

tempt her Panegyrick, which I muſt leave to ſome 
abler Pen; neither ſhall I here ſtop ſhort to deſcribe 
the Families of the moſt Serene Archducheſſes, 
Maria Foſeffa, and Maria Anna, ons the Daugh- 
ter of Cæſar, and the other her Step-Sifter by the 

fame Father, though not Mother, being Daughter 
of the faid Moſt Auguſt Eleonora, who was the 
third Wife of the Emperor Ferdinand HI. 

I ſhall now apply my ſelf to give your Majefty 
an Account of all the Imperial Feudataries of great- 
eſt Note in Italy; and ſhall begin with the State 
of Milan, the Eſtalment of which Dutchy as well 
as of the State of Siena the Catholick King receives 
from the Emperor, Bus the Subinſtalment of the 
latter to the Great Duke of T/cany, whoſe High- 
neſs is alſo accounted — the Emperor's Vaſſals 
for Ponte-Mole, and other Feuds which he poſſeſſes 
in the Lunigiana: The Duke of Savoy, in re 


her Widowhood, amongft ſo many threatning Tem-

man Princes, with whom he likewiſe concurs in the 
Contribution of the MonthlyRoman Payment as much 
as any Elector, but as Prince of Piedmont, and Duke 
of Avoſta he is reputed an Italian Potentate, Feudara- 
Ty of the Empire.

The Duke of Modena, of the moſt ancient and 
illuſtrious Family of Efte, derives from the Empe- 
ror the Soveteignty he enjoys over Modena, Reggio 
Carpi, and Coreggio, of which Feuds his Imperia 
Majeſty grants him the Inſtalment together with that 
of Rovigo. 

The Duke of Mirandola of the Moſt Noble 
Houſe of Pica of the Saxon Blood, doth likewiſe ho- 
nour the high Dominion of the Roman Empire. 

The ſelf fame doth the Duke of Maſſa of the 
Houſe of Cibo that came from Rome originally. 

The moſt Noble Family of Malaſpina alſo 
Homage to Cæſar, for the Feuds his Majeſty hath in 
the Lunigiana, where the moſt 1 Branch 
thereof flouriſhes in the Marquis de Malaſpina de 
Foſdinovo, and Grag nola, after whom ate accounted 
the Marquis of Podengana, with thoſe of Savero, 
Olivola, Liciana, Mulas za, la Baſtia, Treſchietto, 
Villafranca, and others. 

In the fame Lunigiana there is (beſide the 


abovementioned Ferids of the faid Malaſpina's) Por- 


te mole, Froizano, and others poſſeſs d by the Great 
Duke of Tuſcany; Treggiana granted to the Mar- 
quis Cr/ati of Florence, and Malgrato adjudged 

to the Earl Stanga of Cremona. 1 
In Lumbardy there is the Dukedom of Deſara 
belonging to the Houſe of Tia aon of Vercelli; the

In Liguria there is the Marquiſate of Zuccarello, 
the Inſtalment whereof belongs to the Republick of 
Genoua ; that of Fina/ to the Catholick King; the 
Marquiſate of Turiglia to Prince D' Oria; the Mar- 
quiſate of Pallavicino to the Family of Botta of Pa- 
via; the Marquiſates of Arguata, and Roccaforte 
to Philip, and Neapolion Spinola; the Marquiſate of 
" Sp1gno to the Houſe of Aſinari; the County of Ta/ſ- 

2 to another Spinola; that of Mil leſimo to the 
Houſe of Caretti; that of St. Chriſtopher to Charles 
D' Oria; Savignone to the Houſe of Centurionr, 
Francavilla, Campi, Mongrardino, Vergagn, and 
other Lords of Spinola; Moglia to the Family of 
Scarampi, 1 

For a Concluſion of this my Relation, I have judged 
it convenient to add a ſhort Account of the Genealo- 
gy of the moſt eminent Princes of Germany, begin- 
ning with that of the Moſt Auguſt Houſe of Auſtria, 
which for many Ages hath been poſſeſſed of the Im- 
perial Dignity ; the preſent Leopoldus, bein 
the thirteenth of this Race that has held the Imperia 
Diadem: This Family, which has got more by their 
Marriages than any in the Univerſe ever did, derives 
its Origin from the Roman Family of Anz1a, one of 
whom, Albertus by name, having married the Da ugh- 
ter and Heir of the Earl Ortone d' Hapsburgh, deſcen- 
died from the ancient Kings of the Franks, ſucceeded 

him in his Eſtates in Helvetia and Alſatia. Rodolphys, 
the Roman Emperor, and his Poſterity came poſſeſſed, 
by way of Marriage, of theProvinces of Auſtr1aStiria, 
W Carinthia, 
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Carinthia, Carmola, Tirol, and Goritia, or Gortz 
Maximilian the Emperor had likewiſe Burgundy 
and the Low Countries for his Portion, and Philip I 
the yaſt and opulent Kingdom of Spain; Ferd:- 
nand II. having puniſhed the Rebels with his Arms, 
made the Crown of Bohemia hereditary to the Houſe 
of Auſtria, and it has been the good Fortune of the 
preſent Emperor to reduce under the ſame Subjection 
the Kingdom of Hungary, that part of it, I mean, 
which was not ſubject to the Turk. 
The Counts Palatine of the Rhine boaſt their an- 
cient Deſcent from Arnolphus King of the Bavarians, 
Nephew of the Emperor Arnolphus, who was Charles 
the Greats Great Grand- Chid; this Houſe is at pre- 
{ent divided into ſeveral Branches, the chief whereof 
is the Elector Palatine of Heidelberg, a Prince for Ex- 
tent of Dominion and Force far interfor to his Ance- 
ſtors, the Limits of his Juriſdiction being reduced 
within the Confines of the Interior Palatinate; the ſe- 
cond Branch is the Elector Duke of Bavaria, a Prince 
conſiderable both for his Wealth and the Largeneſs of 
his Territories, for befides his Paternal Inheritance of 
Bavaria, he is poſſeſſed of the Superior Palatinate, 
given to him by the Treaty of Munſter. Of the 
ſame Family is the Elector of Co/er, and the Biſhop 
of Ratisbone his Brother ; the third is the Palatine 
of Newburg, who befides his Revenues in Bavaria 
and the Upper Palatinate, enjoyeth the Dukedom of 
Juliers and Monte, with the County of Ravenſtein, 
from all which he doth not draw any conſiderable 
Revenue, by reaſon of the great Charges that his 
Highneſs muſt be art, for the 9 — of his Gar- 
riſons and Governors; the Duke of Deuxponts, and 
the Palatines of Birckenfe/dt and Sultalach are like- 
wiſe Princes of this Houſe, and though of no great 
Revenues and leſſer Forces, yet it muſt be ſaid for 
their Honour, that the King of Sweden is deſcended 
irom the ſame Family. The 
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The Modern Elector of Saxony, with the Dukes 
of his Houſe, is lineally deſcended from Timon Mar- 
quis of Mz/7:9, inſtalled by the Emperor Henry IV. 
in the Year 1075: The faid Timon being Great 
Great Grandchild of Videchindus, ſecond Son of /. 
dechindus firſt King of the Saxons: The firſt of this 
Houſe, that obtained the Electorſhip, was Frederick 
Bellicoſws in 1423, who received it from the Emperor 
Sigiſmund after Albertus the laſt of the Houſe of A /ca- 
nien: The Elector ohn Frederick wasdepoſed by the 
Emperor Charles V. and the Dignity transferred to 
Maurice Son of Frederick IT. Duke of Saxony,and of 
Margaret of Auſtria, who was deſcended from A/- 
bert Nephew of the ſaid Elector Frederick Bellico- 
fas , from this Maurice in a direct Line proceeds 
his Great Grandchild ob George the ſecond the 
EleQor now living, a Prince, who making it his ſole 
Bufineſs to excel in the Performances of Bacc bia, 
leaves, in a manner, the whole Adminiſtration of all 
his States to the Ma of his Minifters: But 
the moſt conſjderable Diminution this Family has 
ſuſtained, has proceeded from its Lands being divi- 
ded among fo many aha nas Branches, as 
the Duke of Quernſurt, as likewiſe the Houſes of 
the Dukes of Saxen Altenburg, Coburgh, Weimar, 
Gothe, and Eyſenach, deſcended from the aforemen- 
tioned Elector obn Frederick depoſed by Charles V. 
which is the Cauſe that the Credit of this Duke's 
Forces is much weakened, though he ſtill poſſeſſes 


the Superior Saxony, Miſnia, ringia, and Lu- 
fetia, all very conſiderable Provinces.

rick fiſt Earl of Hoenzollern, who bought of the Em-

Ducats of Gold to the City of Nurembergh the Caftle, 
and the JuriſdiQtion of Burgrave that he enjoy d in the 
ſame City, into which he had been inſtalled by the Em- 
peror I. Great Grandfather to the faid He- 
derick, and Son of the faid Emperor's Sifter : The 
Eſtabliſher of the Houſe of the Earls of Hoerzo!- 
lern was Peter Colonna a Patrician of Rome, deſcen- 
ded from the ancient Camilli, who by the Permiſ- 
fon of the Emperor Henry IV. built the Caſtle of 
Zollern in Szab1a : The two aforenamed Marquiffes 
are Princes more conſpi tor their Birth, than 
Forces, their Territories being very fmall and barren, 
and are ſituated hard by N'uremburg; but the Elector 
himſelf is a Prince of ſuch Authority and Power, that 
he is juſtly reputed the moſt Potent of all Germany; 
for befides 2 well ordered and refined Policy which 
he obſerves in his Government, he poſſeſſes 
the Marca of Brandenburgh, the farther Pome- 
xania, the Ducal Pruſſia, the Dukedoms of Clever, 
Magdeburgh, Minden, Halberſtar, Croſſer, and the 
Marca of Ravensbergh, all which Countries, though 
they are not joined together, yet are they reaſc 
plentiful and populous. 

The Dukes of Brunſwick come from Sigeberto 
Marquis of Eſte, Brother to Theobaldus Prince of 
Mantoua, deſcended from Aclio Navio Augure, who 
in the Year 148 lived in Rome z Henry Leon Eleftor 
of Saxony of this Houſe, received the firſt Inſtal- 
ment of Brunſwick, and Lunenberg from the Em- 
peror Lot huriia a Saxon; the Princes of Brunſwick, 
that at preſent are living, are the Duke of Wolfer- 
bttell, with the three Brothers Dukes of Zell, and 
Hanover, and the Biſhop of CHrabrug, who are all 
united both in Affection and Intereſt together, which 
renders them formidable to their Neighbours, and 
particularly fince they have increaſed their — 
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the entire Subjection of the City, and Territory of

The Landgraues of Heſſe derive their Origin from 


- Lodovicus Earl of Zighenheim, and Nidda, the firſt 
Landgrave of Heſſe, created in the Year 1430 line- 
ally deſcended from the Dukes of Brabant : This 
Houſe is at preſent divided into two principal Bran- 
ches, vis. that of Heſſe Caſſel, who hath made 
himſelf potent by the Uſurpation of Eccleſiaſtical 
Lands and Revenues, and that of Darmſtat of leſs 
Authority and Power : Fxom the ſame Branch comes 
the Cardinal Landgrave, with Prince Erne ſtus and 
the Prince of Omburgh. 

The Dukes of challenge for their 
Anceſtor Conradus a principal Miniſter of the Em- 
peror Henry IV. by whom he was created firſt Earl 
of Wirtemberg , and the Emperor Maximilian I.

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ſmall but my fertil and abounding in People; and 
touching the Precedence, though before the late Ci- 
vil Wars of Germany, the Li of Baden took 
the moſt honourable Place, as deriving their Extra- 
ion from Bernard Elder Brother of Erneſtus Foun- 
der of the Family of Durlach; now after the Exam- 
ple of the Houſe of Brunſwick they have agreed, that 
the eldeſt ſhall precede the youngeſt ; but in their 
Titles there is ſuch an Uniformity, that as well the 
Regnant of the one, and the other Family, as the ſe- 
cond Brothers are no otherwiſe to be diſtinguiſhed 
than by their Names. 

The Origin of the Family of the Dukes of Sax- 
Lawenberg is very ancient, for their firſt Anceſtors 
long before our Saviour were Princes of the greateſt 
part of the Hercinian Foreſt, which afterwards Be- 
rings abandon'd, to avoid the barbarous Cruelty 
and Tyranny of the Franks, and retiring to Rome in 
the Year 4.37, he was created by the — Theo- 
daſius the younger Prince of Orſine; and Anibertus 
one of his Mes, of Order of Conſtante Filo. 
meno Emperor of the Eaſt, returning into Germany, 
recovered his ancient paternal Territory, obtaini 
of the ſaid Emperor the Title of his Vicar in Saxony. 
Charles the t afterwards honoured Albertus 
Great Grandchild of the aforeſaid Anibertus with 
the Dignity of Earl of A/canien and Ballenſtedt, 
one of whoſe Poſterity, called Bernardus, was b 
Frederick Barbaroſſa created Eleffor of Saxony, af: 
ter he had depoſed from that Dignity Henricus Leon 
Atteſtinus Duke of Brunſwick, and the Succeſſors 
of that Bernardus maintain'd themſelves in this 
Poſt with Splendour till the time of the Emperor 
Sigiſmund, when the Electorſhip was . a

It will be no News to you when this arrives, that 
the Siege of Charleroy is raiſed with much Shame to 
the Beſiegers, who we think have nothing left them 
to do now, but to hearken to the Mediation of the 
Swede, and to diſpatch the Peace before the Prepa- 
tations are made for a Second Years War. His 
Majeſty hath complained to the Court of Spain of 


the Inftaction of the Peace of Aix la Chapelle by 
the attacking of Charleroy, and the taking of Binche, 


both places yielded by that Treaty to the moſt Chri- 
tian King declaring he holds himſelf ty*d to ſuc- 
rour France, as he would have done Spain, if France 
had violated the ſaid Peace, but withal offers his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty his Offices for compoting this matter 
in.caſe the Catholick King be diſpoſcd to give his 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty Satisfaction and Reparation 
for the wrong done him. We are expeCting what 


will be done upon it, and what News your Courier

and from Flanders is now advanced within 

Miles of Compeigne, where the Court yet remains; 
two days ſince they ſent for the Duke of Orleans to 
adviſe what courſe they were to take in their Di- 
ſtreſſes, and toperſwade him to go to Bourdeaux, 
which it is thought he will refuſe. He is this day 
expected here again, and I fear every one nom will 
produce ſome new trouble. Our lat Letters from 
Holland tell us, That the King is upon the point of 
arting, but had yet received little of the Money's 
is expected from the Scots Commiſiohers.” This 
ay news is come, that at Edinbourgh they have 
ng'd; drawn, and quarter'd the Lord Montroſe ina 
cruel and barbarous manner; the Particulars I know 
- not yet; and ſome ſay he was firſt hang'd, then be- 
headed, and then quarter*d: If this be true (as I 
fear it is) it is a great and moſt unſeaſonable miſ- 
fortune.

not, when once they are engaged in it, and ſhall be 
nearlier preſt by their fears of Ruine, than by their 
hopes of an uncommunicable Victory. And this 
little is all T can ſay of our Affairs at home. This 
Court has had a moſt fortunate and ſeaſonable Suc. 


ceſs in the Spaniards being forced to raiſe their Siege 


from la Cuiſe by want of Proviſions, and to retreat a 
little backwards.

many things of Conſequence; the chifeſt is the 
Engliſh Declaration of the cauſes of their invading 
Scotland, by which we are aſſured of a War betwixt 
thoſe Nations; and tho* 1 believe the Scots will 
have an hard and dangerous work of it, yet I think 
it would not have been lefs ſo, if the Quarrel had 
been deferred a year longer, for the total Reducti- 
on of Ire/and, and the gaining more Root in Eng- 
land would have weighed equally with any Succours 
which Scotland could have from abroad, without a 
general Peace, which is too remote a thing for us 
to build our Deſigns or Hopes upon. Not that 
Scotland alone is able to make ſufficient reſiſtance for 
their own defence, much leſs to bring the King 
Conquerour to London, but we are to hope that 
the King's and the Presbyterian Party will upon 
this occaſion take Arms in England, and if they 
do not do it now, it is not likely they would at 
another time. Upon this point chiefly depends 
our Fortune, and it will quickly appear, for the 
War is already begun. The Engliſh have taken a- 
bove 15 of the Scotch Veſſels (for Pme ſure that 
name will reach to them, they themſelves ſay of

All this I preſent to you upon 
the Faith of the Reporters, and do not engage my 
own Credit for your belief, though it ſeems all to 
be very probable. In Ireland my Lord Clanricard 
having driven away Ireton from Athlone with ſome 
loſs is paſt the Shanon, and has beſieged the Burre.

LL Leagues and Conſederacies properly 
ſo called, made and contracted hetwit 


Princes, are the Reſult. of Natural Ju- 
ſtice and Wiſdom, as they are particu- 
larly applicable to the preſent Emergencies of State. 
Juſtice examines their Principles, Wiſdom their 
Buds. So that if two Princes confederate them - 
felves in d War againſt a third, and that War be in 
it ſelf manifeſtly unjuſt, this is an ill- grounded 
War through defect of the Principle, and is rather 
a Combination than a League; for every League 
both in Name and Nature implies 4 Tye or Obff. 
gation. But No Prince is tf d to be anjuſft. But 
ſuppoſe the War to be as to its Principle juſt, and 
fo the League initially good; yet if in the ne- 
cefſary Concomitants or Conſequetices of it by ree- 
fon either of miſtaken Meaſures of ſiniſtef Acct. 
dents, it proves ruinous and deſtruct ive; this, if 
continued, is an ill adviſed War, and the Obllgath> 
on to it ceaſes, becauſe of the defect of the End;

ler: And the proper End of all Leagues bet wiat

(164) A Brief Enquiry 
Princes is the Safety and Benefit of each others 
Crown and People. | | 


I.. 


A Prince cannot oblige himſelf to wage a War 
during thepleaſure of his Confederate : Or, which 
is all one, not to make a Peace without his Con- 
ſent. When I ſay he cannot, I mean not any 
Empotency or Defect of Civil Power on the part 
of the Prince, but a Moral Impoſſibilty on the 

art of the Thing. And, if a Treaty be couched 
"th thoſe bf ſuch like Terms, thoſe words are ej- 
ther- meerly inſignificant, or elſe muſt admit of 
fome equitable Conſtruction to make them redu- 
eible to a practical Sence. For otherwiſe, accor- 
ding to the rigour of their Letter, ſuch words ſhall 
oblige a Prince to make an nnreaſonable, an un- 
timely, a calamitous War, only to gtratify tht 
Will, perhaps the Humour of another: Which is 
to tie a Prince to that which he muſt not do, 
that is to ſay, to t ie him to do that which he is 
already tied not to do, which is a flat moral Con- 
tradiction. But ſuppoſe the Treaty obliges both 
Princes to continue the War by a Conjunction of 
Forces, till both may obtain reaſonable Conditi- 
ons from their Common Enemy, in this caſe each 
Prince fhall have the Judgment not only of his own 
but of the other's Conditions alſo, ſo far as they 
relate to the continuance, or diſcontinuance of the 
War on his part; elſe upon pretext, that his Con- 
ditions are not reaſonable, the one ſhall Opini- 


aſtre a War eternally, and conſequently engage the

other in it during his ſingle pleaſure,

If there be a Principal and Acceffory in a War, 
and the Principal be ſatisfied. as to the Terms of a 
Peace offered, the other Prince, who is but the

A Prince who contracts bond fide without any 
fraudulent or. fallacious intent, who performs faith- 
fully during the Alliance, and departs not from it 
upon Levity or Inconſtancy, but upon new and un- 
foreſeen: Accidents, or other cogent Conſiderations 
uſhering in a new State ef Affairs quite different 
from what it was when the Contract was firſt 
made, puts his Honour and Veracity under ſaſe 
and ſecure Covert. Provided that when ſuch Ac- 
cidents and Conſiderations happen, ke give as time- 
ly notice thereof to his Allie as reaſonably he 
can, to the End his Allie may have the choice ei- 
ther to make Peace conjoyntly with him, or con- 
tinue the War apart: And that in the Conditions 
of the Peace he be ſo far aſſiſtant to his ſaid Allie 
as the Convenience of his own Affairs will reaſo- 
nably permit.

If two Princes, Confederates in a War againſt 
a third, are obliged by the tenor of their League 
not to make a ſeparate Treaty with that third, ex- 
eluſive each of other, yet during the War ſuch un-

expected and important Accidents fall out, which, 
if one of the Princes had had the foreknowledge 
of, he would never havg entred into the League; 
in this caſe the obligation ceaſes. Neither does 
the Prince through Fraud or Levity fallifie his 
word, but the change of Circumſtances and Af. 
fairs voides the Contract. For example, 1 folemn- 
ly ſwear jo my Friend, that I will relieve him as 
long as I live, yea and add moreover, that I will 
in no caſe ſuffer him to want ; yet if my Friend be. 
comes a Criminal to the State, and the State 
make ir Capital in me to relieve him, in this caſe 
my Qath binds me nat ; And if to invalidate this 
Inſtance it be glledged, that my Oath is void, as 
being againſt the Law of the Government under 
which | live; *tis but varying the Caſe, by ſuppo- 
ſing it to be the Act of an Uſurper, to whom J 
owe no Duty of Obedience, whereby I am forbid- 
den under Capital Penaltics to relieve my Friend 
to whom I have ſworn. Here tis ſelf-preſervati- 
on, and the needful avoidance of an imminent, 
though unforeſeen , Danger , which acquits the 
Obligation. Or ſuppoſe that when I ſwore I was 
in the poſſeſſion of a plentiful Fortune, but am af- 
terwards by unthought of Accidents reduced to 
ſuch a Poverty. that whatever remains to me does 
but barely fuffice: the Neceſſities of my own life, 
here Nature teaches, and Charity permits to pre- 
fer my {-1f, and my Oath binds me not in either of 
theſe Caſes, For every rational Man will judge, 
that had I foreſeen what happened I had not ſworn, 
And thus common and univerſal Reaſon ſhall be 
pleaded, to ſupply the defeft of my particular Un- 
derflanding. But if common Reaſon and Equity 
be juſtly pleaded in benefit of a private perſon, 
wheve his -Life and Fortune lie at flake, how much 
BATES > 8 * , 3 : More 
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more ſhall it be in the cafe of a Prince where the 

reſervation of a Community is concerned ? And 

unforfeen Accidents fall out in the ordinary Oc- 

currences of Humane Life, how much oftener in 

the caſe of a War, that grand Scene of Viciſſitudes 
and Mutability.

In caſe two Princes be confederate in a War & 
ainſt a third, and one of the Confederates by Ho- 
ile Provacations, occaſionally ariſing by this War, 

or by voluntary Deſign, engages himſelf in a new 
War with a fourth Prince, who is a Friend and 
Allie of the other Confederate, to the Multiplicati- 
on flill of more Wars by a ſuperfetation 4 in this 
caſe the ſtate of Affairs is quite altered from 
what it was at the firſt entry into the League, 
and that other Confederate will labour under a 
double diſadvantage. For firſt, the Forces of this 
Confederate will by this new War be diſtracted 
and divided, and conſequently more of the Burthen 
and Danger of the War devolre upon him. Se, 
condly, The Aſſiſtance he gives his Confederate, 
which was intended for the maintenance of a War 
againſt a Common Enemy, will either ia whole or 
in part be diverted to a War againſt his own Allie, 
and t by this means he ſhall with one Hand fight a- 
gainſt his Enemy, and with the other againſt his 
Friend: And in caſe the Conſervation of the Ami- 
ty of that Allie be of great uſe to him and his Peo+ 


ple, and his true Intereſt complicated therewith, 


he ſhall now become engaged in an unnatural War 
againſt himſelf, + 
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| VII. 

But put the caſe ſtill ſtronger, ſuppoſe it was 
eaution d in the League, that if the War, which the 
two Confederates were to have againſt their Com- 
mon Enemy, ſhould occaſion a new War againſt one 
of the Confederates from ſome other Prince or State, 

that in ſuch caſe both Corifederates ſhould ſtill aſ- 
" fiſt each other, and declare that fourth Prince or 
Stare their Common Enemy, Here an unforeſeen 
Accident cannot be pleaded, for this new War was 
not only ſuppoſed, but expreſſy provided againſt. 
To this I anſwer two ways ; Firſt, If one of the 
Confederates has already a League and Alliance 
with that Prince, againſt whom this new War is 
to be undertaken, and no Violation of the League 
on the part of that Prince, that proviſo, how ex- 
preſs ſoever, is abſolutely void; for no Prince is 
eblig'd in Compliance with his word to a new Con- 
federate to break his Faith with an old one, and 
where Contracts prove repugnant one to another 
the firſt ſtands good, the ſecond is a Nullity. if 
it be ſaid, there has been a Violation of the League 
on the part of that Prince, by his giving Aſſiſtance 
to the other's Enemy ; as in the preſent caſe, Spain 
aſſiſts Holland, with whom England is at War. To 
this will be anſwered, Spaiz aſſiſts not Holland a- 
gainſt England, but againſt France: And never did 
any League or Treaty forbid a Prince, or eap for- 
id him, to affiſt his Friend againſt his own and his 
Friends common Enemy. For this were to ſub- 
vert the general Maxims and Principles of Political 
Prudence and Reaſon. But Secondly, though this 
Accident of a new War with another Prince wag 
ſuppos'd, yet many others as weighty as that = 
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fall out wholly unforeſeen, for *tis impoſſible for 
Humane Underſtanding to enumerate all future Ac- 
cidents: And poſſibly the Temper of a Prince, his 
Affairs at Home, the Diſpoſition of his People, 
and other important Conſiderations, perhaps not fit 
for a Prince to publiſh, may be ſuch, as to render 
a Peace abſolutely neceſſary, and this the Prince is 
the ſole Judge of. And if upon ſerious and ma- 
ture Conſideration he finds his Pretences real, not 
feigned, weighty, not frivolous, a neceſſity which 
he ſuffers under, not ſought for by him to palliate 
a fiitious excuſe; if a Prince make Peace with his 
Enemy in ſuch Circumſtances, , though with the 
Excluſion of his Confederate, if upon notice given 
him he refuſe to be comprehended, eſpecially upon 
the offer of juſt and honourable Conditions from 
his Enemy, the adequate end of all juſt Arms, 
which when rejected may make a War originally 
juſt become unjuſt ; I fay, in ſo doing the Faith, 
Honour, and Conſcience of the Prince remain un- 
blemiſh*d, neither is it any more Imputation to him 
than to the Mafter of a Ship bound upon & 
Voyage, not to put out to Sea when the Wind 
is contrary, or to put into Port when the Storm 
ariſes : For no Covenants can be pleaded in a caſe 
where the being or well-being of a Prince or Peo- 
ple are concerned; all ſuch are directly contrary 
to the Intention of the Contractors, and to the 
end of the Contract, and are nothing but words 
depraved and diſtorted from their genuine mean- 
ing, by the Artifices of him, who would either 
preſerve or aggrandize himſelf by another's ruige. 
And as no Humane Underſtanding can enume- 
rate all future Accidents, ſo no finite Being can 
engage it ſelf againſt all Events. This is a Task

Thus Henry the Fourth of Fraxce, having made

cluded, and he had no more reaſon to formalize a-

Thus the late King of Denmark, Frederick the 
Third, in the Year 1655, being moſt intimately 
confederated with the Pole and Brandenburg ber, 
under ſtrict defences from hearkning to any ſepa- 
fate Treaty with Sweden, without the conſent and 
incluſion of the ſaid Allies; yet upon the Neeflity 
of his Affairs, the King of Sweden, having made 
that miraculous March upon the Ice with Horſe, 
Foot, and Cannon, over the litt Belt imo Funes, 
and over the great Bolt into Zealand, being reduc'd 
to thoſe Extremities, which admitted no retobric, 
but by a Peace, he concluded that famous Treaty 
at Roſebild, which ſaved tlie two Crowns of Dez.

Not withſtan 8 all which, it has pleaſed Al- 
mighty God ſo to bleſs the Care and Faithfolnefs 
ef the Earl of Aniddleton in this Truft vtider.his 
Majeſty, that, over ant againſt alf the difficulties 
and obſtructions he met with from theſe who 
own'd the obligation of the Covenant, the prom 
of the Rebellion, to be yet in Force, By the Au- 
thority of Parliament aud -publick Laws paſt 
therein, the Rebellion in alt its ſteps is fully con- 
detned,and the vety foundations of it, raz d and 
petF'd up; The Kings Majeſty is reſtored to his 
Sovereign Authority, and the Royal Prerogative 
more clearly and fully aſſerted than ever it was 
formerly ; The Church is reſtored to its Ancient 
and right Governinent, and to all the Privileges 
and Poſleſſions belonging thereto, , The King- 
dom is reſtoted to its former Liberty and Peace, 
the Laws to their free courſe, the judicatories 
to their Subordination and Dependance on his 
Majeſty, and the Subjects to their due Alle- 
glance and Itrtereſt in their Properties.

His Majeſty's Prerogative in Parliament being 


thus ſettFd, the rext care was to aſlert it as to 
the ſole Power of Arms, raiſing and command- 
ing of Forces, making of Peace and War, or 
Treaties and Leagues with Forreign Princes and 
at. Home, and as to. the Aſſemblies, Meetings, 
and Conventions of the People; and accordingly 
Publick Acts were paſt in Parliament for the 
Prerogative in all theſe, and declaring it Treafon 

to offend againſt the ſame. | 
And, that their expreſſions of duty might not 
be confined within the walls of the Parliament 
Houſe, it was by an other Law enacted, that all 
Perſons who ſhould hereafter be admitted to 
any publick Truſt within the Kingdom, ſhould 
before their admiſſion thereto , take the Oath

give a full acknowledgment of the Royal Pre-

ment: Which is more fully to be ſeen ia the

And ſeeing the Covenant, which was the 
great Idol of the times, was not as yet fully rooted 
out of all the hearts ot the People, it was thought 
fitteſt at firſt to aſlault ir in all its Parts, and 
therefore an Act was paſt, Declaring the obliga- 
tion of the Covenant, in relation to the affairs 
in England and Ireland, Void and Null, And 


divers Acts and Meetings of pretended Parlia- 


ments and Conventions of Eſtates, wherein the 
Covenant was approved, were reſcinded, 

The Parliament, being now in a right way of 
their Duty, were ſo ſenſible of their own and 
the Kingdoms Happineſs in it, and in his Majeſty's 
Government, that, for an Expreſſion of their 
Thankfulneſs,they notwithſtanding all their great 
ſufferings during theſe Troubles, made a free 
cheerful and hearty Offer to his Majeſty of aYearly 
Annuity of 40000. Sterlin(a Sum far above what- 
ever was given in thatKingdom formerly)and by 
publick Statute engaged for, and ſecured the 
Payment of it. 


By this time the Members oftheParliament, having 


bad occaſion of recollecting their own Thoughts, 
and communicating them with their Relations 
and Acquaintances in the Country, and finding 
the general Inclinations of the People growing 
every day more Affectionate and Zealous towards 


his Majeſty, They thought it not fit any longer 


to meaſure out the Expreſſions of their Duty to 
theirKing by parcels, but once for all to give unto 
his Majeſty and the whole World an unqueſtio- 


nable Evidence of _— Loyalty, by pulling .- | 
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the Roots ↄf the Rebellion, and Eradicating the 
very foundations of it, that there might not re- 
main any Seeds of new troubles: And therefore 
it was propoſed that a general AQ 17 e 
ſmonld he paſt, e Annalling theſe 

ptetended Parliaments, Conyentions, Commit- 
tees, and other ei flowing from them, 
which had been kept in that Kingdom ſince the 
beginning of the Troubles. But this Ac (Tho? 
the very Touchſtone of Loyalty, without which 
rieither his Majeſties Authority, nor the publick 
Peace could be well ſecyred) met with oppoſition 


from ſuch, whoſe Hearts were Itill hankering af- 


ter the Covenant and the Rebellious Ways of it; 
And this oppoſition appeared the more, Diſcpu- 
Taging to honeſt Men, that ſome Perſons who 
were eminently Truſted by his Majeſty, and had 
ſhar'd moſt largely in his, Bounty, N in it. 
Yet this being an act of ſo great neceſſity and im- 
portance to his Majeſties Eſtabliſhment, was a- 
gainſt all difficulties offered to a determination in 
Parliament, and was moſt cheerfully concluded 
and approved, There being in that numerous 
an e abovt thirty Diſſenters, and ſome 
of thele very inconſiderabſe. 

And now this being done, the Kingdom and 
the Government of it both in Church and State 
was thereby intirely given up to his Majeſty, and 
left as fully and freely to him as ever any of his 
Royal Predeceſſors enjoy'd the ſame. And this 
Act was not the lefs conſiderable, that by it diſ- 
coveries were made both of thoſe who were. for 
rooting ont the ſeeds of Rebellion, and alſo of 
thoſe who were for having a ſtock of it ſtil} 


ro and the Covenant to lye ſtill as a 


ground of afterwork, if need were.

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This being over, and fome Accs of Juſtice he- 
ing done againſt one or two of the moſt Eminent 
and Malicious Promoters of the late Rebellion, 
it was the Parliamegts next care to enatt fuck 
Laws. as were neceſſary for promoting of Virtue 
depreſſing of Vice, and for the right; oxdexing 
the Civil lutereſts of che People in the dus ad mi- 
niſt ration of Juſtice among them: But ſeing 
that during theſe troubles ſuch were the unſop- 
portable ſufferings of all forts of People, that 
neither thoſe of the Nobility, or Sentry, wha 
owed ſymms of Money, were able to pay the 
ſame at the preciſe Times. preſcribed by the Law, 
nor yet thele, to whom the Moneys were owing 
were able long to ſpare them, being the meaus 
of their Lively hood, and that hereby ſame Grud- 
ges and Animoſities were like to riſe in ſeyeral 
corners of the Kingdom; And moſt of the Mem- 
bers of Parliament being inter reſſed either in the 
one ſide or other, and the ſettlement: therof be- 
ing therehy rendred the more difficait, the Lord 
Cammiſſioner , for the good of his Maſters ſer- 
vice, made it his work to interpoſe betwixt them, 
and was ſo happy in it, that in few days 7 
lick Act was fram'd in relation to, and for ſecu- 
ring the lotereſt both of Creditor and Debtor, 
and being preſented to the conſideration of the 
Parliament, was unanimoully paſt and approved 
without onediſaſlenting voice of either Party. 

And now the King being thus ſecured jg bis 
Authority, Prerogative, and Goyerament, the 
Kingdom in its peace, and the People in their 
rights, the Lord Commiſſioner was according to 
his Majeſties call to return with an accompt of 
his Proceedings to his Majeſty : And therefore 
ad hurn'd the Parliament for ſome Months, du-

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ring which time his Majeſty having publiſhed his 
reſolation for reſtoring the Church to its ancient 
Government by Biſhops, this was ſo acceptable 
to the Kingdom, that the Parliament, at their 
firſt meeting after their adjournment, did com- 
miſſionate three Noblemen, three Barons, and 
three Burgeſſes, Members of the Houſe, in their 
name to invite the Arch-Biſhops, and Biſhops to 
come and take their places,and vote inParliament, 
conformable to their ancient Rights ; Which be- 
2 done, ſuch publick Laws and 
Acts were made as were thought fitteſt for their 
reeſtabliſhment in theirOffices, and their reſtitu- 
tion to their Dignities, Poſſeſſions, Privileges, 
and Rights duly belonging to them. 

And, becauſe during the Rebellion, great Art 
had been uſed by the Preachers in their Sermon 
and other ways, to poſleſs the people with mo 
wicked Principles, that it was Lau ful to riſe in 
Arms, and to join in Covenant for Reformation 
of Religion, and upon pretence of being for his 


Majeſty's Authority to oppoſe his Perſonal Com- 


mands, and that by their Covenant they were 
obliged to the ſame, it was judged neceſſary, 
and-accordingly an Act was paſt in Parliament for 
preſervation of his Majeſty's Perſon , Authority, 
and Government, wherein theſe Poſitions were 
Condemned, and declared Treaſonable, and the 
Covenants declared unlawful, and the Obligations 
thereof void. | 

And ſeeing the late Troubles for the moſt part, 


were begun and carried on by the unfaithfulneſs 


of ſome Miniſters of State, the Parliament con- 
ceived they could not be anſwerable to their Du- 
ty, if they did not, ſo far as they were able, pro- 
vide againſt the like prejudices for the future: And 
3 | 8 | con- 
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confidering that ſuch Perſons, who own'd the 
Covenant to be Lawful, and the Obligation of it 
to be ſtill in Force, were not fit to be intruſted 
in the publick Adminiſtrations of his Majefty's 
Government at this time, it was therefore E- 
nacted, that all ſuch who enjoyed, or ſhould be 
called to any publick Truſt, ſhould expreſs their 
Senſe of the Covenants, by ſigning the Declara- 
tion of Parliament, aſſerting the Unlawfulneſs and 
Nullity thereof. | 

His Majeſties Authority and Government be- 
ing now ſecured, it was thought fit that the Ad- 
miniſtration of it ſhonld be tempered with that 
Moderation, which might endear all good Sub- 
jects to it: And conſidering that ſince the year 
1648. many Miniſters had been thruſt in upon 
their Pariſhes, without any preſentation or right 
from the Lawful Patrons, and according to the 
Laws of theKingdom had no Title to the Benifices 
and Stipends, the Parliament obliged all the Pa- 
trons to grant Preſentations unto them, and the 
feveral Biſhops to give Collation thereupon, Pro- 
vided the Miniſters required and accepted the 
fame within three Months after. And al- 
beit many of them lighted this Favour, Yet his 
Majeſty's Council, to make them inexcuſable, 


was pleaſed, after the expiring of thoſe three 


Months, to indulge unto them a further time: By 


which it may appear how tenderly they have 
been dealt with, and what is to be expected from 
Perſons contemning ſuch Favours. | 
The Affairs of the Church and Kingdom being 
thus ſetled, His Majeſties gracious Pardon and 
Indempnity was then to be paſt in Parliament; 
but becauſe, during theſe tranbles, man Perſons 
of Honour and others of all Degrees, for their 
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ad9berence to and acting for his Majeſty had been 

phb'd of a and their Families there- 
y bronght ſo low, that they were not able to 
ſabfiſf, it was by his Majeſties allowance concei- 
ved lag, that towards their reparation ſome 
finall Figes, ta the value of one years rent or 
thereabouts, . ſhould be impoſed upon ſuch who 
had been eminent and active in theſe troubles, 
which their ſufferings were occaſioned: A 
that ſome few Perſons, not exceeding. the num- 
ber of twelye, ſhopld be declared incapable of 
publick Truſt. And, it being his es gra- 
Janus Raſolution that all Animoſities OT his 
Subjects ſhould be taken away, and that all of 
them might live in Peace and l unity under his Go-

3. The Ir/b, being put from their hopes of 
having any more Jriſb Parliaments, will be the 
eaſier diſpoſed to Engliſh Habit, Language, 
Building of Chimney's, and other manner o 
Engliſh Living, according to many of our Sta- 
tutes, ſtill in force to that End: The want of all 
which things make the great Conſumption of the 
Engliſh there.

Whilſt this kind of Union held de facto in the 
late times, the Iriſh generally went to the Eng- 
liſh Proteſtant Churches, and did actually con- 
form as abovefaid. . 

4. Neither then would the great men of all 
Parts there, as hitherto, be ſo concern d to Expel 
their Engliſh Tenants, and take in Iriſp, though

Next Day 
your Majeſty called ſuch of your Scots Privy- 
Councel as were at Hampton- Court, and in Coun- 
cel you Commanded me to give you an account 
of the Papers | had got. Be pleaſed, Sir, to Re- 
member, l did make bold there to tell you that he 
had given me firſt one Copy of an A& of Obli- 
vion, and then another different from the former, 
that one of them behoved to be falſe ; and at 
that rate he might bring in more. He would 
have ſaid ſomething to have made me believe 
they were both one, but it proved juſt nothing: 
for here there was a molt material difference; 
The one only excepted in the laſt clauſe, as to

And as to Fines, ſuch as are expreſt in ano- 
ther Act, Entituled an Act for Fining and Debar- 
a4 ring 
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ring from Publick Truſt. Then he own'd his laſt 


Copy, and ſaid he would anſwer for it. I object - 


ed that by the words it appeared, that all who 
were to be Fined were to be Incapacitated : Tar- 
bet anſwered that the Parliament intended only 
to Incapacitate a ſmall] number of the moſt guil- 
ty, not exceeding twelve. I opened to your 
Majeſty how hainous a puniſhment Incapacitating 
was. A Puniſhment worſe than Death, and 
much beyond what you had allowed by your Ma- 
jeſty's moſt Gracious Inſtructions. Then was a- 
gain urged the deſire of your Parliament: And 
who could doubt it proceeded from your Parlia- 
ment, when it was ſo boldly averred to your 
Majeſty in your Council by one Imployed with a 
Letter of Credit from your Commiſſioner. Thus 
you conſented upon that Information. And, mark 
Sir, you did only conſent, not command it, as ap- 
pears by your letter. Now be Graciovſly plea- 
ſed to obſerve, how firſt You, next your Parli- 
ament, and then both you and your Parliament 
have been abuſed in this particular. This Paper 
was never ſo much as Communicated to your 
Parliament, and never was Incapacitating men- 
tioned in that Houſe until Sir George Mackenzie's 
return, A dravght of an Act of Oblivion was 
indeed framed in private by ſome Eminent Law- 
yers, and other Members of Parliament, but that 
was the firſt draught, not that ſecond which Sir 
George Mackenzie owned with ſuch Impudence, 
yet this your conſent ſo obtained reached not 
their ends who deviſed it. It was indeed colour 
enough to have ſuggeſted, that it was your plea- 
ſure twelve ſhould be Incapacitated, but it ſeems - 
their deſign reach't others, whoſe places ork 
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their Crimes, who could not poſſibly by malice 
it ſelf, nor by the Anthor of malice, be brought 
within the Limits preſcribed for the ſmaller Pu- 
niſhment of Fining. Therefore a new way myſt 
be invented, and that was Billeting, this i; a new 
way indeed, and an effectual one; by Billeting any 
Man's Honour, his Life, his Poſterity may be 
deſtroyed without the trouble of cailing him, 
hearing his anſwer , nay without the trouble of 
accuſing him. Billeting hath the wonderful power 
to deſtroy any Man, and yet the Collective Body 
of that Judicature, who uſe it, ſhall never be 
troubled with his Name till it come to be execu- 
ted. This is a ſtranger Engine then white Gun- 
powder, which ſome fancy, for ſure this ſhoots 
without any noiſe at all. Bur, bleſſed be God, this 
dreadful Engine was never known as to puniſh- 
ments amongſt any people, Heathen or Chriſtian, 
who had the bleſſing tolive under Monarchy.Some 
Republicks uſe the Billet or the Ballot ig giving 
Places, but I neyer ſo much as read of any thing like 
it as to puniſhmeat, except the Oſtraciſm among 
the Athenians, who were Governed by that cur- 
ſedSoveraignLord the People, and by their Oyſter- 
ſhel Billeting. I read of the Baniſhment of The- 
miſtocles after his two famous Vitories of Salamis 
and Tbermopylæ: I read alſo that Ariſtides was fo 
Billeted (a Man whoſe Eminent Juſtice is turned 
into a Proverh) yet Billeting was once attempted 
to have been brought into Scotland. It was, Sir, 
in the year 1641, when your bleſſed Father's 
Royal Prerogative of naming Officers of State 
was wrelted from him, and ſuhjected to the Ap- 


| probatiqn of Parliament. Then was Billeting 


ftrugled for, but vigoroufly oppoſed by your 
M1" 1 Royal 
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Royal Father. And even in that ſaid time, ſuch 
as the Juſtice and Strength of Reaſon with 
which he oppoſed it, as it was never heard of in 
Scotland, till now, that Billeting, even in puniſh- 
ment, is touched with your Royal Scepter by 
the Earl of Middleton, and fo endeavoured to be 
made a Law. Now, Sir, let me humbly beg your 
patience a little, to open to you, how (as | am 
informed) this Billeting was brought in at this 
time : It was not firſt moved in Articles, the 
moſt uſual place for propoſing Laws, It was 
firſt moved in the Committee of Fines (as I am 
told) and by the fitteſt Man to Impoſe on your 
Parliament this effectual way of it, who had Im- 
poſed Incapacitating it ſelf on your Majeſty, and 
this was Sir George Mackenzie, As ſoon as mo- 
ved it was oppoſed, and then your Commiſſioner 
appeared not for it; but when it was better 
prepared, it is moyed in the Articles, and again 
vigorouſly oppoſed ; but then your Commiſſio- 
ner appearing for it, it was [ think believed he 
had good warrant for it, and ſo it paſſes. Now 
in the laſt place 1 come to the ways of carrying 
on the Names of thoſe who were to be Billeted.

without accuſat ion or in everely con- 
demn a poor Man whom they had ſo much ho- 
noured ; but | am not worthy your Majeſty's 
trouble. The names Inſerted in the Billets were 
well known (as 1 believe) to the Earl of Middleton 
I am Informed the Earl of Newbrugh at his Table 
Read his Liſt, and deſired to make no ſecret of it, 
asa Noble Lord here will juſtify. { ſhall not 
now inſiſt on my Informations of diligent Sollici- 
tings, by Men of Quality, and in whoſe names 
they ſollicited, nor what meetings were kept at 
Maſtertones Tavern, and elſewhere, for carrying 
that which was called the right Liſt : For it is 
time to end this too great trouble, If your Ma- 
jeſty ſhall think the Perſons concerned worth ſo 
muchConſideration, you will eaſily diſcover every 
ſtep for compaſſing this Aﬀront put on them in 
the Face of all Europe.

I know not what Inference the Earl of Lauder- 
daill can make from this, for I have made it 
alrealy appear how impoſlible it was to ſend 
the Acts to the King before they were paſt. 
And this is ſo clear a Truth, that all who know 
any thing of the Parliaments- of Scotland, know

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it to be ſo. In my humble opinion his Inference 
had been much better to have ſaid, that by virtue 
of your Majeſty's Abſolute and SoveraignPower, 
your Majeſty doth give full and unlimited Com- 
miſſions to ſuch as you truſt in that great Charge. 
But yet not fo, but they are anſwerable to follow 
their Inſtructions, and Limitations, and by vir- 
tue of theſe Commiſſions your Soveraign Power 
is exerciſed. Then the Earl of Lauderdaill ar- 
— againſt the bad Conſequences of it, if it 
d be otherwiſe. To that I ſhall only ſay, 
that this had been more ſeaſonably ſpoke before

In the firſt A 
I knew no ſuch Act as this deſcribed to the Earl 
of Lauderdaill. There is an Act anent the Chil- 
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humble opinion the Parliament did in this Act 
expreſs as much Affection and Duty to your Ma- 
jeſty, as in any other Act done by them. I ſhall 
begin with theReaſons that occaſioned the paſſing 
of this Act. The firſt was from the Common 
and Civil Law, wherein ſevere Statutes were 
made by the twomoſt excellent ChriſtianEmperors 
Arcadius and Honorius, conform to which it was 
alledged, thit ir was the conſtant Practice of 
Scotland, and that in Anno 1540. in King James 
the 5th's time, it was Statute that the Children 
of Traytors ſhould ſuffer for the Fathers Crime, 
'and that theKing mayjudge in ſuch a caſe accord- 
ing to the Common Law , albeit there were no 
ſpecial Statute made thereanent. That this has 
been the conſtant Practice of the Kings of Scot- 
land appears by the Forfaulture of thoſe who kil- 
led the two Regents. James the 6th, Parl. 
5th in the Forfaulture of theEarl of Gomrie 1500. 
of Bothwell 1600. of Maxwell 1609, Reſtalrig 
1609. yea the Children of all theſe Perſons were, 
by diſtinct Acts, declared incapable of favour. 
And in the very words of this Act it was preſt 
upon good reaſon, that if ever any ſuch Act or 
Practice was convenient, it was now moſt ne- 
ceſſary when extraordinary Treaſon was not on- 
ly ordinarily perpetrated, but avowedly main- 
tained as Duty. - And when ſo much bad exam- 
ple was given to poſterity it was but proportio- 
nable, that a puniſhment, as extenſive as the 
Crime, ſhould be denounced, to terrify ill Men 
from the fury of ſuch atrocious Crimes; beſides it 
was preſt, that there being a Principle received 
hy this Generation, of a Bond or Covenant, by 
a hich they believe themſelves to be bound, and 
their Poſterity for ever, 2 an Ind iſpenſibleOat h 
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to take up Arms againſt Authority, when to 
their apprehenſion either Religion or Liberty is 
in danger, and ſo in Juſtice a Puniſhment reaching 
as far as the execrable Obligations, was judg 
neceſſary, But the force of all lieth againſt the 
Clauſe of Nullity, as if it were a Limitation to 
your Majeſty's Prerogative Royal, I have al- 
ready ſpoken of Precedents of this nature, your 
Royal Predeceſſors being preſent. I ſhall now 
further add, that this Act is rather an Extenſion 
than Limitation to your Prerogative Royal, For 
Subjects are ſo naturally tied by their private 
Deeds and Obligations, that albeit general Laws 
hold forth advantages to them, yet their own 
rivate Deeds are ſtronger upon them, than any 
fit they can claim from a Law, Nor can aLaw 
ſo provide, but a Subject may by private Pactions 
prejudge himſelf of the benefit of the Law, But 
theKingswho is above,and ſo exempted from the 
Coactive Bonds of Law, is in this and the like 
Clauſes, above and exempted from the Coactive 
obligation of private Deeds, The King of Scot- 
land cannot lawfully alienate the Patrimony of 
the Crown;not that he wants Dominion or Power 
over his Goods, but becauſe his Power is ſo Tran- 
ſcendent, that he ſets his Prop above the 
ſibility of legal Alienation, And this has ever 
practiſed by yo r Majeſty's Royal Predeceſ- 
ſors, Kings of Scotland. King James 2d Parl. 1. 
Cap. 41. Statutes, that albeit our Soveraign, who 
now is, or an of his Succeſſors, ſhall alienize or 
Diſpone Lands or Caſtles annexed to the Crown, 
thatDiſpoſition or Alienation ſhall be of no avail, 
King James 3d Parl. 9. Cap. 17, and Parl. 15. 
Cap. 112. Statutes, that any Diſpoſitions to be 
made by him or any of his Succeſlors of the — 
WG 
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doms of Roſs, or Merch, ſhall be unlawful and 
of no effect to any receiver, except the Kings Son. 
King James the 4th Parl. 1ſt Cap. 5th and Parl. 
24 Cap. roth annnlls all his Fathers and his own 
Deeds and Diſpoſitions. King James the 5th Parl. 
Aer. 84. Statutes, that if it ſhall happen the 
ing or his Succeſſors to alienate Lands, Caſtles, 
Patronages, Cc. annexed in that Act, ſuch 
Diſpoſitions ſhall be of no avail;but notwithſtan- . 
ding thereof it ſhall be lawful to the ſame King 
or his Succeſſors, to poſſeſs theſe Lands without a- 
ny ſentence or proceſs of Law. King James the 
6th Parl. 15. Cap. 234, and 235. In both theſe 
Acts, Diſpoſitions made by the King are Null of 
theLaw,by way of Action or Exception; and from 
theſe Acts floweth that which is reputed the 
great and Royal Prerogative, the Revocation of 
opr Kings, of all Deeds done by their Prede- 
ceſſors in prejudice of the Crown. This Act of 
nullity, hindreth not your Majeſty from giving 
away the Lands of For faulted Perſons, but only 
puts your Majeſty in a Capacity to poſſeſs the 
{ame again if you pleaſe. If not, your Succeſſors 
may do it, for in allSentences of Forfaulture, the 
Lands of the Forfaulted Perſons are annexed to 
the Crown, to remain for ever. Your Majeſty 
may, by your Royal Prerogative, reſtore the Son 
of the Forfaulted Perſon to the enjoyment of his 
Father's Lands. But without an Act of Diſſoluti- 
on by your Parliament, your Majeſty or your 
Succeſſors may repoſſeſs your ſelf with theſe 
Lands at pleaſure. So the nullicy in this Act 
ſ:rves for two excellent Ends; for if your Ma- 
jeſty reſtore the Children of For faulted Perſons, 
it ties them to good behaviour, it being ſtill in 
your Majeſties power to put them out of their 
2 Poſſeſſions. 
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- Poſleſſions. And the ſecond is to terrify deſpe- 
rate Perſons, from attempting to commit ſuch 
horrid Crimes. By the many Precedents and 
Acts Cited by me in defence of this Act, I did 
believe it to be an Act of Courſe. Yet ſo ten- 
der was | of your Majeſty's Prerogative Royal, 
That I did in face of Parliament deſire the Clerk 
of your Majeſties Regiſter, neither to Print it 
nor Publiſh it, till your Majeſty's Pleaſure ſhould 
be known theranent. So it is ſtill at your Ma- 
jeſty's diſpoſal. Now being come to the fir{t 
Section which begins as follows.

As for my carriage in it, 
farther than permitting it to be made uſe of at

In that nor in any other thing elſe, did I ever 
ſecure, any Member of Parliament, neither did 
I ever Cabal with any Party or Perſons for car- 
Tying on of Buſineſs, and it may be this was the 
reateſt Grievance was aſſerted againſt me, fo 
hat ſome of my Friends did very often tell me 
of it, But I told them that the open and plain 
Way was both the beft and trueſt. Never Par- 
liament had leſs of this kind of Dealing than this 
had. Parties and Factions have been much 
kept up in Scotland, by that way chiefly in 
the time of the late Rebellion, which made me 
both Diſown and ſhnn it. Then 1 am Charged 
as having palpably broken my Limitations. I 
did openly Declare and Read your Majeſty's 
Limitations to your Parliament, upon which a 
Committee was Choſen, of Perſons well known 
in the ſeveral Quarters of the Kingdom, with 
whom were joined your Miniſters of State , and 
an Oath of Secrecy and Fidelity was Exhibited 
to them : And fo. they proceeded to the Diſ- 
charge of that Truſt, And the only Rule.and 
vare of their proceedings, was your Majeſty's 
Limitations. That this can rationably be object- 
ed againſt me, that Perſons Nocent eſcaped and 
Innocent fined, is very ſevere. Neither was it in 
my Power, nor'in the Power of any one Man to 
know all the Perſons of the Kingdom. 1 did my 
Duty in ſhewing your Majeſty's Pleaſure and 
giving the Limitations in Writing, Beſides, 
after the Liſt was compleated, and brought in by 
the Committee to the Houſe, 1 did declare in 
face of Parliament , that if any Perſon Innocent 
fell not within the Compaſs of your Majeſty's 


Limitations, and ſuffered through Ignorance, or 
Q 3 otherwiſe, 
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otherwiſe, he might have a freeand full hearing, 
at the next Seſſions of Parliament without in- 
curring any hazard by the Certification contained 
in the. Act of Fines. That Guilty Perſons were 
made free by underhand Dealing, I know not. 
The beſt way, in my humble opinion is, that your 
Majeſty would be pleaſed to appoint ſome. Per- 
ſons to try the Truth of it. Now the Earl of 
Lauderdail comes to his laſt Section, which begins 
as followeth.

To this I crave your Majeſty's leave to ſay, 
that not only I, but all your other Subjects of 
Scotland, have more than reaſon to bleſs God 
for your Clemency, For there be very fe that 
were of Age, during the time of the late Rebel - 
lion, but have more ox leſs taſted of it; I am 
ſure I have in a very large Meaſure, But to de- 
. fire ſome mark of your Majeſty's Piſpleaſure to 
be put upon Men that have been Ill, continue 
ill, and own their Iniquity to this Day, deſer- 
veth not ſo hard Characters. Your Majeſty was 
pleaſed to grant the Deſite, for excepting Per- 
ſons from Jruſt in preſence of your Scots Council, 

ſo it might have been expected upon that Wal 
That the deſign in general might have been uſed 
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with more Civility, If I had but time to tell 
what moſt of thoſe Men have done by Murder- 
ing, Sequeſtrating, Fining , 8 and 
94 many of your beſt Subjects, beſides 
their Invading and Uſurping the Prerogatives 
of the Crown ; they ſtill owning their Horrid 
and Deſtructive Principles to this Day, it would 
be thought ſtrange any Man could be found to 
ſpeak for them. Whatever become, I pray God 
keep your Majeſty from ever Truſting Impeni- 
tent Rebels. Then the Earl of Lauderdail, is 
pleaſed to give your Majeſty an Account of Sir 
George Mackenzie's coming to Hampton-Court 
and of his Delay in giving in his Papers, and o 
his giving in two ſeveral Acts of [ndemnity. And 
farther deſires your Majeſty to mark, that your 
Letter was only a Conſent, not a Command, for 
excepting Perſons from Publick Truſt. And, 
upon the whole, the Earl of Zauderdail con- 
cludes, that both your Majeſty and your Parliament 
have been abuſed. Further he aſlerts, that ei- 
ther the Acts of Indemaity, nor that Clauſe for 
excepting Perſons from Publick Truſt, was e- 
ver ſeen, or known to the Parliament, before 
Sir Gew ge Mackenzie's return to Scotland. I do 
not deny but | ſent Sir George Mackenzie to 
your Majeſty , with a Letter of Truſt, and 
by him ſent the Act of Indemnity, And fur- 
ther Inſtruted him, that it was the Parlia- 
ments deſire, (as ſuch he likewiſe very well 
knew) that fome Perſons might be Excepted 
from Publick Truſt. And what I ſaid was upon 
very good Grounds; for the moſt Part of all 
the Members of Parliament had very often 
ſpoke to me about it, and indeed they were in 
2 very high diſcontent to ſee Perſons ſo Emi- 
Q 4 neatly 
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nently guilty, ſtill owning their cauſe, con- 
ſtantly oppoſing all the good Acts that were Paſt 
in Parliament. So upon the conſtant Importu- 
nity ofHoneſt and Faithful Men to your Majeſty's 
Service in the Parliament, and, upon the con- 
ſideration, that the late Rebellion, was princi- 
pally Fomented, carried on, and kept up by the 
Unfaithfulneſs of ſuch Perſons, as were entruſt- 
ed by his late Majcity of ever Glorious Memory 
in the Adminiſtration of his Government, I 
thought it my Duty to lignify ſo much to your 
Majeſty. That the Parliament, ſhould have ſeen 
the Act of Indemnity before it was ſent to your 
Majeſty, was neither neceſſary nor Congruous, 
it being an Act of Grace from your Majeſty, in 
which many of the Parliament were concerned, 
which your Majeſty might have Extended or 
Limited at your pleaſure.

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Again it will be ſaid, that although it were un- 
lawful, yet were it in Policy ſufferable, becauſe in 
ſuch ſort, by the Subjects Induſtry, the Limits 
of the Realm and Juriſdiction of the Prince are 
enlarged. I anſwer the juriſdiction of the 
Prince is nothing iacreaſed, foi aſmuch as the 
Princes juriſdiction is as much on the Sea, as on 
the Land: But it were an ill exchange to loſe 
Properties for juriſdiction, where both in Duty 
belong to the Prince. | 

Again, theſe things being, as by experience 
it is manifeſt, the very cauſe of the ruin and de- 
cay of our Harbours, and thereby of Navigation, 
and ſo conſequently a general hurt and weakning 
of the whole Land, It is Policy and Equity 
that the Princes Right therein ſhould be 
ſurely examined ; and that ſuch Intruſions ſhould 
be more ſeverely puniſhed than any other; 
for that they do not only rob the Prince, 
but alſo hurt the whole Realm. I confeſs 
in ſuch places where Land may be gained from 
the Sea without annoy to any Harbour, If the 
Subjec ſue for Charter from the Prince to enjoy 
this Land in regard of his Charges and Dan- 
ger, he may with reaſon crave it at an eaſy 
rate: But for a Man to attempt the ſame with- 
ot Charter it is as Bradon ſaith, Gravis præ- 
ſumptio contra Regem , & dignitatem ſuam, & 
quaſi Crimen furti: And worthy of greater pu- 
niſhment then the loſing of that he hath unjuſtly 
intruded upon. "NS | | 

We will now examine how a Man may loſe his 
Property and Right in his Lands being ſur- 
rounded or poſſeſſed by the Sea or Arms thereof.

Where I, by a vanity common to moſt Au- 
thors, rather inclin'd to make an impertinent 
oſtentation of my own learning, than give you 
a plain reſolution of the abovementioned points, 
I could eaſily ſhow that the further we run back 
into the Hiſtory of our Conſtitution, ſo much 
the more abſolute and unlimited ſhall we find the 
Authority of our Princes to have been, not on- 
ly in theſe matters, but many others of different 
nature. Some few inſtances of this perhaps I may 
lay before you hereafter, but at preſent I ſhall 
content my ſelf to obſerve what has been com- 
monly praiſed in the two foregoing Centuries. 

*Tis a plain Caſe that King Hcnry the Seventh 
did not demand, nor had the Conſent or Advice 
of any of his Parliaments in the Marriage of his 
Daughter to the King of Scotland, which was 
then, and appeared afterwards to he no ſmall 
concergment to the Engliſh Nation. Mary Queen 
of Scots, Mother to our King James, and Heir 
to the Crown of England, Marryed with the 
Dauphin of France, who was of a contrary Reli- 
gion to that which then ſeem*d to be moſt coun- 
tenanced by the Scottiſhß Nation „in which the 
ſuffrage of her Parliament was neither called for, 
or relyed upon. Our incomparable Queen Eli- 
r abeth enter d into a formal Treaty of Marriage 
with the Dyke of Alencon, Brother to the then 
King of France, who was of a contrary n 

, 
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her, and, by Iſſue to be had by her, might have ao 
nexed the Kingdom of England to France, and 
introduced that kind of Government among us; 
yet our Parliament Records will tell you how of- 
ten ſhe was diſpleas'd with them for their fears 
of the Dangers and Incertainty ofSucceſſion, and 
for intermedling with her Marriage; and Mr. 
Camden in his Annals of her Reign, gives us a 
large account of the Indictment, Tryal, and 
Sentence of Dr. Parry, a Member of the Houſe 
of Commons, and his being Executed and Hang'd 
in the Palace-Yard of Weſtminſter, during the 
Seſſion of Parliament, for ſome treaſonable and 
vabecoming words uſed in the Houſe of Com- 
mons concerning that matter; and we may be- 
lieve, that the Long Parliament, of Execrable 
Memory, which raiſe 1 Armies agaifſt their law- 
fulSoveraign, and at laſt diveſted him of his Regal 
Power, would hardly have had the aſſurance, to 
give it no harſher a name, among the many high- 
flown Propoſit ions they offered to the Ring on 
the ſecond day of June, 1642. to have inſerted 
theſe followng,viz. that thoſe to whom the Education 
and Government of bis Children ſhould be committed 

ſhould be approved by both Houſes of Parliament: And 
that no Marriage ſhould be concluded for any of the 

Kings Children with any Foreign Prince, or at home 
without conſent of the aforeſaid Houſes, had they not 
known his Majeſty's affairs to have been fo em- 
broyl'd both at home and abroad, that he was not 

in a condition to puniſh their Inſolencies and U- 

furpatioas upon his Authority. 

The Jus Gladii, or ſole power of making War 
and Peace is by the Fundamental Conſtitution of 
our Government ſetled in the Crown, or, to 


expreſs my ſelf more properly, the Crown is 
FIAT, S 3 ſetled 
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Fnled npon it, Neither can the King grant this 
exerciſe of Regal Power to any without violati- 
on of his Oath, for which reaſon our Victorious 
King Edward the firſt ſent word to Pope Gregory, 
who demanded of him the Thouſand Marks per 
annum granted by King John, quod jure jurando in 
Coronatione ſua fuit aſtrictus quod jura regni ſui ſer- 
yaret illibata. 3 E. 1. M. 9. in ſched.” : 

If the Supreme Power be lodged in the Kings 
of England, as was declared in 24 H. 8. G. 12; 
and it the Crown of England is an Imperial 
Crown, as was declared in 25 H. 8. C. 1, 1 
Eliz. C. 1. 1 Jac, C. 1. then without doubt 
it will neceſſarily follow, that the Right of ma- 
king Alliances or Leagues is ſolely in them ; for 
to make a League, or contract an Alliance, what, 
is it, but the exerciſe of the Supreme Power? 

The People without the King cannot make a 
War, but the King without the People can, 19 
E. 4. f. 6. the King is Conſervator of our Laws, 
8 H.. f. 1. But if he has not the jus Gladii how 
is it poſſible for him e them? 

The Poſſe Regni is ſuch an individual Right of 
the Crown, that a King without it is in truth 
nothing but a Rey de Havas, or a Feſta di ligne. 
Let us obſerye what a Celebrated Lawyer ſaid 
formerly. Oportet ſays Glanvil, Regiam Poteſta- 
tem armis eſſe decoratam, and another eminent 
Author, who was no ſtranger to our Conſtitu- 
tion, I mean the famous Bradton, poſitively aſſerts, 
that in Rege, qui recie b, tpay hr hc duo, 
ama & leges.

The learned Bodin, who was one of the greateſt 
Hiſtorians of his time, as well as the ableſt Poli- 
ticion, in his Elaborate Treatiſe de Repub. f.

Peace depends ſolely upon the will of the Sove- 
reign Prince. The ſame is own'd in Calvin's Caſe.

That the Arcana Imperii, in which Alliances 
and Treaties may be juſtly reckon'd, are better 
carried on and manag'd by a diffuſive Body of 
Men, than by a few ſelect Perſons, whom the 
Prince pitches upon for their great Abilities 
and Experience, is ſo groſs a Soleciſm, that the 
moſt ſhallow pretenders to Politicks have not 
ventured to maintain. | 8 
And of. this the Houſe of Commons ſeems to 
have been ſenſible in former times; For when 
our Kings have thought fit to conſult them a- 
bout War or Peace (not but that they cou'd have 
made either War or Peace without them, but 
they did it out of Compliment to thoſe that had 
the diſpoſing of the Sinews of War) they have 
frequently expreſſed their diſabilities , and un- 
willingneſs to adviſe the Kings therein, and 
_ refer'd themſelves ts the King and 
rds. e . | 
" The 6 of R. 2. the Parliament was called to 
conſult whether the King ſhould go in Perſon to 
reſcye Gaunt, or ſend an Army ? The Commons 
after 'two days debate crave a Conference with 
the Lords, and by Sir Thomas Puckering, their 
Speaker, proteſt that Councils for War proper- 
ly — to the King and his Lords, yet ſince 
they were commanded to give their advice, they 
humbly advifed the King to undertake that ex- 
dition. 6 R. 2 N. 14, 15. 
The 7 of R. 25 the Commons are again deſir'd 
to adviſe upon examining the Articles of Peace 
with the French, whether War or Amity upon 
ſuch Terms ſnould be accepted. They modeſtly 
excuſe themſelves as too weak to inter poſe their 
Counſel in matters of that importance; but being 
once more commanded, as they tender'd the re- 


, > © prom 
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pytation and right of their Prince, they made 
anſwer, and gave their opinion rather for Peace 
than War, 7 R. 2 N. 16. | 

The 13 of Edward 3. the Lords and Commons 
were Summon'd to conſult how the Domeſtick 
quiet might be preſerv'd, the Marches of Scot- 
land defended, and the Sea ſecured from Ene- 
mies. The Peers and Commons having conſult- 
ed a part, the latter deſired that they might be 
excuſed from giving their advice upon things of 
which they had no cognizance, de queux #ls n'ont 
pas cogniſance, And in the 21 of the aforeſaid 
E. 3. being again call'd upon for their advice, 
after four days conſultation, they humbly deſired 
the King that he would be pleaſed to be adviſed 
by the Lords,and athers of more experiencethan 
themſelves, in ſuch Affairs. | 

In the Parliament 21 of Ed. 3. Sir Bartholomew 
Bugberſt, the Kings Chamberlain, declares to the 


Commons in Parliament, that there was a Treaty 


of Peace on foot between the Crowns of England 
and France, which was in a hopeful way of being 
concluded, and therefore deſired to know of 
them whether they approved it. The Commons 
unanimouſly declare, that as for this matter they 
intirely ſubmit themſelves to his Majeſty's deter- 
mination, and that of his Nobles. 28 of E. z. 


4 — this is what the Houſe of Commons have al- 
moſt conſtantly Practiſed in & moſt of our Reigns, * Particu- 
as evidently appears by our ancient Records larh chole 
too numerous to be cited here; Which we can- 4 N 
not ſuppoſe they would have done, had they 
believed they had any Privilege, Right, or Pow« 
Frin making War andPeace, otherwiſe than by 


granting

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regt Alds, and Subſidies to ſupport and carry 
on the War. 

Upon this wife foundation, I mean in keeping 
undi covered the reſults of their Councils, the 
famous Republic of Yetice has ſubſiſted and 
flottriffied longer than that of Athens and Sparta, 


the latter inſtituted by Lycurgus, the former by 


Plato, wete known to doe, or even the famous 
Government of Rome , which Conquered the 
Univerſe : And altho' their Ambaſſadors to 
Foteign Princes are charged at their return to 
briag to the Senate, there to be recorded, an ex- 
act accvunt of the Mariners, Affairs, and Cuſ- 
toms of the People among whom they were em- 
ploy d, yet they make it highly Criminal for any of 


their Senators, without ſpecial Licenſe, to viſit or 
. converſe with the Ambaſſadors orReſidents of any 


Foreign Princes: I need not mention the Helve- 
tian, and Dutch Republics, where all the impor- 
tant Affairs of State are conceal'd from the mul- 
titude; and indeed If every pretender to Poli- 
tics, (and few Men are ſo humble as to think 
deſpicably of their own underſtanding) were al- 
low d to draw the Curtains of State, and inter- 
poſe their own Opinions as to what meaſures are 


do be obſerv'd, as well with our Neighbours a- 


broad, as our Fellow Subjects at home; we ſhould 
have ſuch a jaring and diſtraction in all our Conſul- 

tations,as woud render abortive the beſt ground · 

ed Roles and Methods of preſerving Authority 

and Peace in our own Territories, as likewiſe 

Commerce, 8 od Neighbourhood, and Correſ- 
zondence with Foreign Princes, 

All the Stratagems and lawful deſigns of Sove- 
reign Power , which many times keep off, and 
Hinder a War, and the Miſeries that attend ir, 
wonld be diſappointed. —— =» All 


% 
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All Treaties and Alliances with Neighbours 
and Foreign Princes, beipg the molt approved 
and excellent Antidotes againſt War, and Trou- 
bles, and the beſt Preſervatives of Peace and 
Quiet, wou'd be ſo long debated ; that the ex- 
ecution of them wouꝰ d be entirely loſt, 

And now, I foreſee, it will be objected, that 
altho? we ſhould admit Princes to have the a- 
foreſaid Power lodged in them, yet the Salus 
Populi, which onght to govern all their actions. 
will oblige them to make no Alliances, but with 
ſuch Potentates and States as profeſs the ſame 
Religion with themſelves, for fear of involving 
their People in any Diſorders or Tumults, of 
which Religion is always made the handle. This, 
I confeſs, is ſpeciouſly enough Pretended, how- 
ever experience ſhows,that Alliances and Leagues 
may certainly be made with Neighbouring, 
or more remote Kingdoms, without any danger 
or ſcandal to the different Religions protelled on 
either Part. | 

Neither King David's League with Hiram 
King of Tyre, an Heathen and Idolater, and of a 
Religion direaly oppoſite to that of the King- 
dom of Iſrael, God's choſen People; nor that 
which Solomon his Son, the Wiſeſt of Kin 
made afterwards with the abovemention 
Prince, or his ſending unto him for Cedar and 
Firr-Trees, Skilfol Gravers, and Workmen, to 
help to build and adorn the Temple, which he 
intended to build; nor his making uſe of Hiram's 
Servants and Mariners, who were then the moſt 
Skilful in navigation; to fetch Gold and Silver 
from Opbir and Tarſhifh, were accounted to be 
either Sins or Errors in Government, or de- 

ſtryQive 
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ſtructire to the Religion which God himſelf 
ad bleſſed and Planted amongſt them, 


When the Pacification was made betwixt the 
Papiſts and Lutherans, and the Peace of Germany 
tolerably ſetled by the Awburgb , or Auguſtine 
Confeſſion, the Religion of either ſide was not 
transferred, or devolved one into another. 
Our Prudent Queen. Elizabeth, guided by as 
Wiſe and Faithful a Council, as any Prince of 
the World ever made uſe of, which her Glori- 
ous Actions and Steady Government abundantly 
manifeſt, was not in her Leagues with the Muſ- 
covites and Turks, for the benefit of Commerce, 
ſo unhappy as to be ſuſpected by her own Peo- 
ple to have the leaſt inclination either to adopt 
the Grecian Church, or to turn Mabometan ; or 
when ſhe did ſo Cordially interpoſe, both with 
her Strength and Intereſt, to Prote& and Sup- 
port the Great Henry the Fourth of France, with 
Men, Money, and Arms, and at the ſame 
time was not ignorant of the Councils given him, 
and his Propenſity, for the Purchaſe of his Sub- 
jects Peace, and his own Quiet, to reconcile him- 
ſelf to the Church of Nome; This incomparable 
Princeſs, could not with any colour of reaſon, be 
upper guilty of any of the like purpoſe. 
The Antient and yet continued Leagues of the 
Proteſtant Swiſs Cantons, with thoſe of the Po- 
piſh Perſwaſion to defend each other, and the 
Leagues both of the Proteſtant and Papiſt Swi/ers 


with the French Kings, who are Catholicks , to 


forniſh them for pay in their Wars with great 
numbers of Souldiers, were.never yet underſtood 
by them to be Prejudicial, either to their own 
Leagues for common ſafety one with another, or 
to any of their eſtabliſhed Churches, or Re- 
Tigion, Oliver 
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Oliver Cromwel joined his Forces with France, 
and promoted and advanced the deſigns ofCardi- 
nal Mazarine againſt the King of Spain, yet was 
never complained of, tho ſuppoſed to have endan- 
gered theProteſtant Intereſt by doing ſo, I would 
not have drawn a Preſident from any Action of 
that Execrable Uſurper, but becauſe it may ſerve 
to ſtop the Mouths of ſome People, who till 
pay a blind veneration to that Idols Memory. 

The Dutch in their late League with France t 
invade and fall upon England, were not look 
upon by their Mechanicks and Skippers as Men 
that deſign'd to introduce either Popery or Ar- 
bitraryPower ; and in their late Counter ue 
with Spain, cannot be thought to intend to bring 
again upon themſelves the Spaniſh Inquiſition. 
Our Tangier Friendſhip and League with the 
Moors, or that of ours with Argier, can afford 
neither proof nor Probability” that we begin 


either to love their Religion, or to be weary of 


our own; and the King of Poland's late League 
with the Czar of Muſcovy, to imploy their joigt 
Forces againſt the Ottoman Empire, is not likely 
to Create any Jealouſies, either in his Popiſh or 
Proteſtant Subje&s, that he is ready or willing 

to exchange his own Religion for that of Ruſſia. 
And indeed our Laws do declare that Peace 
and War, and the determination of them are 
ſuch inſeparable Flowers of the Crown, that none 
but they that wear the latter, are to meddle 
with the former ; Nay, as it has been already 
obſery'd,our Commons in Parliament, heretofore 
have modeſtly declin'd to give their Opinions 
of theſe matters, as not belonging unto them;Now 

the Leagues and Marriages of our Princes havin 
ſo great an ipfluence in relation to our Peace ang 
War,

King of France,and our Ri 
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War, either in the continuance of Peace, or 
—.—— or ending of War, we are certainly 
much to acquieſce in the Wiſdom of our Kings, 
and their Privy- Council, as to leave that, which 
few can underſtand, and none but thoſe t hat 


know the Intrigues and Secrets of Kings and 


Foreign Princes, their Actions, Deſigns and 
Furpoſes, can pretend to fathom ; we ought, 
ſay, to leave theſe matters to their Care and 
Management. | 

And if the event of ſach Leagues and Under- 
takings ſhould notAnſwer ourExpeQation, yet, the 


- Miniſters: of State or Adviſers, ho act but in a 


ſubordinate Sphere, when no deceit or Treach- 
ery can be Charged upon them, are by their 


Obedience, neceſſary to the Commands of their 


Prince or Superior, to be acquitted from any 
miſadventures happening, which, could neither 
be diſcerned or prevented; it being ſo univerſal 


2 Part of reaſon allowed, and received by all, or 
the greateſt Part of Nations, in their Rules and 


Orders of Government. 

The: Alliance and Agreement betwixt Philip 
chard the Firſt, to go 
in Perſon with their A into Paleſtine, and 
ſhare the Conqueſts of thoſe Provinces between 
them, was in it ſelf laudable, and like to have 
been ſucceſsful, had not the emulation of the 
French, and their Envy at King Richard's Glory 
divided them: however we don't find in our 
Hiſtory. that the Adviſers of this Expedition, 
either bore the blame of the King of France's re- 
turning home before him, the invaſion of the 


Dutchy of Normandy upon the advantage of his 
- abſence, and his Unfortunate Impriſonment in 


kis way homeward by the Duke of Aytria, the 
| | | great 
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great ranſom paid for his delivery, and his Bro- 
cher John's Uſurping and dominering in Eng- 
land in the mean time. , 
Nor was the loſs of the Battel, wherein King 
John of France was taken Priſoner hy our brave 
Black Prince, to the almoſt utter ruin of his King- 
dom, imputed to the Miniſtry of that Prince; or 
the taking of Francis the Firſt, King of France 


after the Battel of Pavia, by the Forces of the 


Emperour Cbarles the Fifth, ang his long Impri- 
ſonment afterwards. at Madrid, laid upon either 
the Contrivers or Incouragers of thoſe Wars. 
And altho? ſome Preſidents may be found gut 
ynſeaſonably and unreaſonably 


great Councils and Parliaments, yet the Gentle- 
men that have diſcovered, or would make uſe of 
them, may remember, if they pleaſe, the perni- 
cious Conſequences of taking the exerciſe of the 


Regal Power out of the Kings hands, and Jodg- 
ing it in any other whatſoever. Not to open our 


late wounds, let us only refle& ypon King Henry 
the Thirds Unworthy Treatment from his Barons, 


and we ſhall ſoon be corivinc'd, that what I havg 


aſſerted here is built upon ſufficient Proofs, 
The abovementioned Prince, at his Parlia- 
ment held in Oxford, in the gotb Year of his 


Reign, met with fo many undutiful demands, 
not unlike the nineteen Propolitions made tg 


King Charles the Firſt in 1642.) that he was for- 


ced to Surrender to the Rebellions Lords the ex- 
Erxciſe of the Regal Power. They muſt have the 


management of all Aﬀairs entruſted to the care 
of twenty four, twelve of whom were to be Er 


| leceed by themſelves, and the other twelve by 
de Ring, who in ali things elſt was left a Cys 


pher,

pher, and in this alſo, for he had neither theElectidn 
of publick Officers, nor of his private Attendants: 
His half Brethren, and their Followers he was 
obliged to diveſt of all their Fortunes, and direct 
his Writs to the Earls of Holland and Surrey, pro 
tranſportatione fratrum ſuorum, who were not to 
paſs either with their Money, Arms, or Orna- 
ments, niſi in forma quam dicti Comites injunxerint. 
| Nor was this all, but the Caſtle of Dover, and 
all other places of ſtrength in the Kingdom were 
put into the hands of their own Creatures, 
who were obliged to take an Oath to be true to 
the Government, and the like aſſurance was taken 
of all Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Cc. and other publick 
Miniſters. This, tho' prima facie it was popu- 
lar enough and taking, yet the true deſign was 
by diſplacing the faithful Servants of the King to 

open a way to their own Dependants. | 
Mont ford, Gloceſter, and de Spencer, the Heads of 
theſe Arrogant Rebels, having by their undutiful 
practiſes drawn the entire Adminiſtration of the 
State into the hands of twenty four Tribunes of the 
People, and finding that power too much diſperſed 
to accompliſh their ambitious deſigns, force the 
King to Summon a Parliament, where they got 
the Authority of the 24 to be delivered up to 
themſelves. and created a ſhort-lived Triumvi- 
rate, in order to makea ſpeedier way for one of 
them to become a Di@ator perpetuus, Theſe three 
Ele& Nine Councellors , and appoint that Tres 
ad minus altetnatim ſemper in curid ſint, to diſpoſe 
of the Cuſtody of Caſtles, and de aliis regni nego- 
tits : they reſerve to themſelves the Choice of 
Chancellor, Chief Juſtice , and Treaſurer , In 
ſhort, of all Offices majores £ minores, and bind 
the Ring to this hard batgain, upon ſach ſtrbng 
| Security; 
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Security, that he is content both under his great 
Seal, and by his Oath, to rcleaſe them from their 
duty of Allegiance, if he ſhould be ſo ill adviſed 
as to aſſert the Honour of the Regal Dignity, 
liceat omnibus in regno contra nos inſurgere, & ad 
gravamen noſtrum opem & operam dare nobis in 
nullo tenentur. 173 | 

In this low Ebb of Fortune thePoor Monarch be- 
gins with Sale of Lands, then of Jewels, Pawns 
Gaſcoine , and after that his Imperial Crown, 
and when this ſtock was exhauſted , the very 
Jewels and Ornaments of St. Edward's Shrine, and 
at laſt not having wherewith to defray the ex- 
pences of his Court, was forced to break up 
Houſe, and, as Matbew Paris informs us, with 
his Queen and Children c Abbatibus & Priori- 
bus ſatis bumiliter hoſpitiu quæſivit & prandia, and 
the King himſelf confeſſed to the Abbot of Peter- 
borough, when he came to borrow Money of him, 
Majorem eleemoſynam fore ſibi juvamen pecuniare, 
quam alicui Oſtiatim mendicanti, that it was a 
greater Charity, to ſupply him under thoſe ne- 
ceſſities than to releive a poor Wretch that 
begged from Door to Door. | 
And when at laſt, for preventing the effuſion 
of Blood, the matters in debate between the 
King and his Barons, by the Conſent. of the 
Barons themſelves, were referred to the Arbi- 
tration of the King of France, his Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, after conſultation had with the Biſhops, 
Earls, and Nobility of France, upon the Debate 
and hearing of both Parties, did Solemnly give 
Sentence againſt the Barons of England, and 
make his award, (an Exemplification whereof is 
yet amongſt our Records to be ſeen) that the 


faid Acts and Proviſions of Parliament, except 
| 1 that 
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that only which concerned the Charter granted 
by King John, were and ſhould be null and void, 
as derogatory to Kingly Government. 

In King Edward the Seconds Reign certain 
great Lords, having obtained Commiſſions 
trom the King to manage the affairs of the 
Crown, thoſe Powers which were given to them 
were afterwards by that King in Parliament 
declared to be void, and the Parties obtainin 
them Puniſhed for incroaching upon the R 
Power and Authority. | 

In the tenth Year of the Reign of King Richard 
the Second the like Commiſſions , or ſomething 
of that Nature, upon pretence of reforming a- 
buſes, having been granted by that King, tho' to 
endure but for aYear,to certain of the great Lords 
and Officers of the Crown, they were after wards in 
the one and twentieth Vear of that Unfortunate 
Kings Reign repealed by Act of Parliament, as 
incroaching upon Royal Authority, and no ſuch 
Commiſſions ordered hereafter to be granted. 

And in truth thoſe things, which the King 
is inveſted with pro bono publico, are ſo inſepe- 
rably united to the Crown, and annexed to his 
Perſon, that he cannot diveſt himſelf of them, 
or grant them to any other. Cole lib. 5. le Caſe 
de Penal Laws. | 
ln common Nuſances for not repairing ofBridges 
and Highways, &c. the ſuit is ſolely given to 
the King, quia nulli magis rempublicam tueri cre- 
ditum eſt quam regi , but the King cannot Pardon 
or diſcharge them: for as Bracton ſays, C. 3. F. 
132. non poteſk Rex gratiamfacere cum damno & in- 
juria aliorum; ſee Glanwil L. y. C. 15. and therefore 
fince the reſtraint of the exerciſe of theſe —

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Powers is directly againſt the ſafety of thePeople, 
he cannot grant them. 

In ſhort, the making of Leagnes, War, or 
Peace ſo peculiarly belong to the Crown, that 
they cannot be taken away by Act of Parliament. 
There was a deſign in the beginning of King 
James's Reign to take away Tenures, by a Sta- 
tute exprelly made to that purpoſe, but it was 
reſolved by the Judges, that ſuch a Statute had 
been void, becauſe the Tenures were for the 
defence of the King and Kingdom. And the 
King himſelf will tell yon, that jura coronæ notre 
integra & illeſa pro viribus conſervanda, &c. ad 
hoc ex debito aſtringimur vinculo juramenti. Regiſt. 
Fol. 61, 62. And likewiſe Ea que juriſdictionit 
ſunt & Pacis, & que juſtitiæ & paci annectuntur, 
ad nullum Pertinent niſi ad Curonam © dignitatem 
regia, nec 4 Corona ſeparari poſſunt cum faciem 
ipſam coronam. Stanf. Pl. 54. 6. Nay many 
Acts of Parliament made againſt the Kings Pre- 
rogative have been nulled and repealed by 
Parliament it ſelf; as for inſtance, theScatute 15. 
E. 3. was repealed becayſe it wes againſt the 
Kings Laws and Prerogative. Inſt. Part 4. F. 
52. 17. E.3. N. 23. 27, 28. 21. Nb. 2. n. 2. 

Thus I have in as ſhort a compals, as I was

of ready Money; The little Reſerve his Majeſty 
hath kept out of the Sale of Dunkirk, being not 
to be touch'd for a leſs occaſion, than an Inſur- 
rection here at home, which the Fooliſh and 
Diſcontented People are apt every Day to 
Threaten and Appreheng. J 
After this poſitive Concluſion, it was conſi- 
der d whether that Kingdom it ſelf might not 
afford ſomething for its own Eaſe, and his Ma-

any Body elſe of that Kingdom, relating 
the diſtempers into which the Houſe of Commons 
is fallen, upon his Majeſty's Commiſſioners re- 
ſtoring ſome few innocent Papiſts to theirEſtates, 
and the Extravagant demands they have made 
thereupon to your Grace; Yet being call'd by 
his Majeſty to a Debate which hath been held
